His 
friends  have  known  for  some  time  that  he  wished  to  give  over  to  younger  hands  the 
tremendous  task  of  editing  these  publications.  They  can  rest  assured  that  the  future  of 
these  publications  is  in  competent  hands.  The  notable  achievements  of  John  N.  Luff  are 
safe  with,  and  will  no  doubt  be  greatly  added  to  by,  Gordon  Harmer. 

We  philatelists  who  are  especially  interested  in  Essays  and  Proofs  are  very  proud  to 
have  had  Gordon  Harmer  as  one  of  our  members  since  our  beginning.  His  interest  in 
Essays  and  Proofs  is  more  than  academic — it  began  when  he  was  only  ten  years  of  age. 
At  that  age  interest  in  stamps  is  always  genuine,  never  politic.  His  interest  in  Proofs 
then  was  stimulated  by  their  bright  clean  appearance  and  the  variations  in  color  from  the 
regularly  Issued  stamps.  His  personal  collection  includes  Poreign  Proofs^  with  special 
emphasis  on  the  Essays  and  Proofs  of  British  North  America. 

His  deep  personal  interest  in  Essays  and  Proofs  and  his  ardent  desire  to  make  a real 
contribution  to  philately,  might  well  lead  him  in  the  future  to  undertake  the  cataloguing 
of  all  known  Essays  and  Proofs  of  stamp  producing  countries.  The  task  would  be  a 
Herculean  one,  as  I pointed  out  in  the  April  Transmitter,  but  should  it  ever  be  accom- 
plished, it  would  be  a real  contribution  to  the  philatelic  world. 

iVIany  of  us  are  apt  to  overlook  the  years  of  painstaking  research  which  we  now  take 
for  granted.  The  spade  work  for  Scott’s  Specialized  Catalogue  of  the  United  States  was 
started  back  in  1923  when  Eugene  Costales  compiled  the  first  edition.  Certain  philatelists 
were  doubtful  of  the  need  for  such  a catalogue  or  its  success,  but  that  first  small  slim  volume 
was  so  expertly  done  it  has  grown  into  the  substantial  authoritative  catalogue  now  in  its 
24th  edition. 

The  addition  of  Proofs  in  the  5th  1928  edition  was  first  suggested  and  largely  con- 
tributed by  Clarence  W.  Brazer.  It  was  again  considered  of  dubious  importance  by  some, 
but  John  Nicklin’s  compilation  for  that  edition  has  proved  so  valuable  that  Proofs  now 
occupy  a substantial  portion  of  the  present  edition.  Dr.  Brazer  also  contributed  the  first 
cataloging  and  pricing  of  Revenue  Proofs  and  Specimen  Stamps,  from  his  own  collection, 
-in  the  1930,  Seventh  Edition,  and  has  served  as  Assistant  Editor  of  the  Proofs  and  Specimen 
sections  ever  since.  It  is  my  personal  conviction  that  this  Specialized  Catalogue,  under  the 
able  and  sympathetic  direction  of  Gordon  Harmer,  will  be  developed  to  a point  beyond 
anything  published  heretofore.  His  youth,  his  philatelic  background,  his  knowledge  of 
auction  value,  his  imaginative  genius  will  serve  him  well  in  his  task,  and  his  long  standing 
and  genuine  interest  in  Essays  and  Proofs  may  well  bring  about  a monumental  compilation.

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Bank  Note  Dies  Used  For 


Stamps

Essays  For  U»  S«  1851  Stamps 

I'wo  examples  have  been  found  where  the  same  dies  were  used  on  stamp  essays  and 
on  bank  notes.  The  contract  for  the  second  issue  of  United  States  stamps,  in  1851,  was  won 
by  Toppan,  Carpenter,  Casilear  & Co.,  but  several  of  the  other  bank  note  companies  sub- 
mitted bids  and  essays  in  competition.  Among  these  was  the  firm  of  Draper,  Welsh  & Co., 
and  two  of  their  essays  for  the  three  cents  stamp.  No.  33E-G  and  No.  33E-H  in  the 
Brazer  Essay  Catalog,  are  here  illustrated.  They  both  were  engraved,  one  above  the  other, 
on  the  same  die  and  contain  the  head  of  Washington,  in  profile,  after  the  well  known 
Houdon  bust.  This  firm  was  one  of  those  which  united  and  formed  the  present  American 
Bank  Note  Company  in  1858,  and  we  find  this  same  Washington  portrait  used  by  the 
latter  company  on  a $2  note  of  the  Mount  Vernon  Bank,  of  Boston,  Alass.  Not  having 
seen  any  notes  with  this  vignette  issued  before  1851  and  bearing  the  imprint  of  Draper, 
Welsh  & Co.,  we  can  not  be  sure  yet  that  it  was  originally  one  of  their  bank  note  dies. 
It  is  possible  that  it  was  engraved  expressly  for  the  stamp  essays.

We  also  illustrate  a die  impression  of  the  head  alone,  Brazer’s  No.  33E-Hd,  with  the 
imprint  of  Draper,  Welsh  & Co.,  Philadelphia.  It  was  the  discovery  of  this  print,  accord- 
ing to  the  author  of  the  Essay  Catalog,  that  enabled  him  to  correctly  attribute  the  stamp 
essays.  'Ehe  same  head  exists  also  with  the  imprint  of  Jocelyn,  Draper,  Welsh  N Co., 
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New  \'ork,  which  was  evidently  printed  after  1854,  the  year  that  Nathaniel  Jocelyn  joined 
this  firm  and  became  the  manager  of  the  New  York  branch.  The  vignette  was  apparently 
well  regarded,  for  we  find  it  used  on  business  cards  of  the  firm  (with  both  firm  names), 
and  also  on  a card  of  their  successor,  the  American  Bank  Note  Co. 

Another  of  the  bank  note  companies  to  submit  essays  for  the  1851  issue  was  Bald, 
Cousland  & Co.,  of  Philadelphia  (according  to  the  Essay  Catalog)  the  New  York  branch 
was  Baldwin,  Bald  & Cousland,  which  seems  to  have  existed  earlier,  and  may  have 
actually  been  the  bidders;  bank  notes  are  known  carrying  both  imprints.  On  a $50  note 
of  the  Fairhaven  Bank,  Fairhaven,  Mass.,  there  occurs  a different  profile  view  of  the 
Houdon  head  of  Washington  which  this  firm  used  on  essays  for  the  U.  S.  1851  three  cents 
stamp.  We  illustrate  here,  together  with  a proof  of  the  note  by  the  American  Bank  Note 
Co.,  two  of  these  essays.  No’s.  33E-I  and  33E-J  in  the  Brazer  Catalog.  We  know  of 
only  one  other  note  upon  which  this  portrait  appears;  it  is  shown  on  a $i  note  of  the 
Montgomery  Bank,  Norristown,  Pa.,  also  produced  by  the  American  Bank  Note  Co.  The 
note  is  illustrated  in  the  booklet  by  John  A.  Muscalus  entitled,  “The  Views  of  Towns, 
Cities,  Falls  and  Buildings  Illustrated  on  1800-1866  Bank  Paper  IVloney.”

A composite  vignette  of  which  this  head  is  the  center,  with  the  imprint  of  Bald,  Cous- 
land & Co.,  New  York  h Philadelphia,  is  reproduced  on  the  front  cover  of  this  Jourx.m.. 
This  is  a typical  bank  note  vignette  and  it  is  highly  probable  that  it  was  used  on  one  or 
more  notes  produced  by  this  firm,  or  by  a predecessor  firm  from  which  the  die  was  acquired. 
Until  we  see  such  notes,  however,  and  observe  their  dates,  we  can  not  say  whether  tliis 
portrait  was  first  used  for  bank  notes  or  for  the  stamp  essays,  and  in  this  respect  it  is  in 
the  same  category  as  the  Victoria  and  Prince  of  Wales  portraits  and  the  \\  ashington  head 
by  Draper,  Welsh  N Co.  previously  mentioned. 

T his  Houdon  head  of  Washington  appears  also  to  have  been  a favorite,  for  it  was 
likewise  used  on  one  of  the  business  cards  of  the  American  Bank  Note  Co. 
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U,  S«  Rceveniae  Stamps 

The  head  of  Washington  used  on  certain  values  of  the  revenue  stamps  of  1862-1872 
has  been  seen  on  a number  of  different  bank  notes.  The  stamps  (which  the  law  does  not 
permit  us  to  illustrate)  are  Scott’s  Nos.  R81  to  R87,  Inclusive,  R97  to  R102,  R123  to 
R126,  R130,  R131,  R145  to  R147,  and  R150.  The  first  issue  was  produced  by  Butler  & 
Carpenter,  and  the  second  and  third  issues,  after  Butler’s  death,  by  Joseph  R.  Carpenter. 
The  known  bank  notes  having  this  portrait  are  listed  in  the  table  at  the  end  of  this  article. 
They  all  have  the  imprint  of  the  American  Bank  Note  Co.,  while  one  of  them,  the  $5  note 
of  the  Bank  of  the  Commonwealth,  has  in  addition  the  imprint  of  Bald,  Cousland  & Co. 

The  presence  of  this  latter  imprint  adds  some  complexity  to  the  question  as  to  what 
company  originated  the  die.  We  would  expect  it  to  be  Toppan,  Carpenter  & Co.,  the 
predecessor  of  Butler  & Carpenter.  It  will  be  recalled  that  in  the  articles  of  association 
signed  in  1858  (see  Brazer,  Collectors  Club  Philatelist,  Vol.  20,  April,  1941,  pp.  114,  117)  ’ 

it  was  agreed  that  Toppan,  Carpenter  & Co.  could  retain  such  dies  and  equipment  as  they 
might  need  for  their  stamp  contracts.  It  is  obvious,  from  the  list  of  notes  below,  that  the 
American  Bank  Note  Co.  also  had  the  die,  or  a duplicate,  but  it  is  an  interesting  fact 
that  we  have  not  yet  seen  it  used  on  any  note  with  the  imprint  of  Toppan,  Carpenter  & Co. 
(or  Toppan,  Carpenter,  Casilear  & Co.;  Casilear  was  a member  of  the  firm  from  1849 
to  1854).

With  regard  to  the  $5  note  of  the  Bank  of  the  Commonwealth  containing  this  por- 
trait, showm  here  from  a proof,  the  imprint  of  Bald,  Cousland  & Co.  was  left  on  the  old 
plate  after  changes  made  by  the  American  Bank  Note  Co.  and  the  addition  of  their  own 
imprint,  after  1858.  There  must  have  been  extensive  changes  on  this  plate,  for  we  know 
from  other  notes  that  the  large  central  vignette  was  originally  owned  by  Danforth,  Wright 
& Co.,  and  that  the  small  one  on  the  right  was  used  on  notes  by  Toppan,  Carpenter,  Casilear 
& Co.  If  the  Washington  head,  at  the  left,  was  inherited  from  the  latter  company,  as  w^e 
suppose,  only  the  counters  and  the  background  work  would  be  left  of  the  original  Bald, 
Cousland  & Co.  plate.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  Washington  die  belonged  originally  to 
Bald,  Cousland  & Co.,  it  is  not  apparent  how  it  could  have  gotten  into  the  hands  of  Butler 
& Carpenter.  The  problem  may  possibly  be  solved  by  an  examination  of  some  larger 
collections  of  bank  notes. 

U.  S.  1851  Ic  and  3c  Staoips 

For  some  time  it  has  been  considered  that  the  heads  of  Franklin  and  Washington  on 
the  IC  and  3c  stamps  of  1851  were  from  bank  note  dies,  and  a photograph  of  a $10  note  of 
the  Bank  of  Georgetowm,  S.  C.,  containing  these  portraits  is  shown  in  Volume  I of 
Ashbrook’s  “United  States  One  Cent  Stamp  of  1851-1857”  (pagc  50)  in  connection  with 
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Bank  Note  by  Toppan,  Carpenter  & Co.  with  Franklin  and  Washington  Heads  Similar 

to  Those  on  le  and  3c  Stamps  of  1851. 


a discussion  of  their  origin.  The  note  ever  since  has  been  a very  popular  one  and  much 
sought  after  by  specialists  in  the  ic  and  3c  stamps  of  this  issue.  A careful  study  of  these 
bank  note  vignettes  and  comparison  with  those  on  the  stamps  now  indicates  that  they  are 
not  from  identical  dies,  although  closely  similar.  At  the  time  the  Ashbrook  book  was 
written  it  was  not  knowm  who  engraved  the  stamp  portraits.  Since  then  it  has  been 
learned,  on  the  authority  of  Thomas  F.  Morris,  Sr.,  who  was  for  a time  Chief  of  the 
Engraving  Division  of  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing,  that  “all  the  portraits  on  the 
1851-60  issue  of  U.  S.  stamps  were  engraved  by  Joseph  Ives  Pease  for  Toppan,  Carpenter, 
Casilear  & Co.  of  Philadelphia.”  (See  Brazer,  Collectors  Club  Philatelist,  Vol.  17,  Oct., 
1938,  p.  278.) 

There  is  illustrated  here  another  note  containing  these  two  portraits,  unsigned  and 
undated,  with  the  imprint  of  Toppan,  Carpenter  & Co.  It  is  a $10  note  of  the  Piscataqua 
Exchange  Bank,  of  Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire.  On  most  of  the  specimens  of  this 
relatively  scarce  note  that  we  have  seen,  and  on  this  one,  there  is  overprinted,  or  stamped, 
the  words  “Printed  previous  to  1850.”  Of  the  history  of  this  impression  we  know  nothing, 
but  if  the  statement  made  is  true  it  w'ould  indicate  that  the  dies  existed  before  the  stamps 
and  could  have  served,  therefore,  as  models.  This  bit  of  evidence  is  presented  for  what  it 
is  wmrth,  since  we  have  not  seen  any  of  the  Georgetown  notes  with  dates  as  early  as  1851. 

Since  these  bank  note  dies  do  not  appear  to  be  the  same  dies  as  those  used  for  the 
stamps,  such  bank  notes  are  omitted  from  our  list.  However,  since  they  are  of  such 
great  interest  to  stamp  collectors  on  account  of  the  very  close  similarity,  there  are  added 
here  the  names  of  the  few'  notes  that  are  known  with  these  portraits.  They  are  as  follow’s: 
$10  Bank  of  Georgetown,  S.  C.;  $10  Canal  Bank,  New^  Orleans,  wnth  the  same  composite 
vignette  and  very  attractive  (only  undated  remainders  seen)  ; $10  Piscataqua  Exchange 
Bank,  illustrated  herewith;  and  $10  Wabash  River  Bank,  Jasper,  Ind.,  w'hich  is  so  rare 
as  to  be  practically  unobtainable.

List  Of  IBank  Notes  With  Identical  Engravings  Used 

On  Stamps  Or  Essays 

hor  the  benefit  of  those  who  are  seeking  bank  notes  with  identical  engravings  used  on 
stamps,  or  on  essays,  and  also  for  the  purpose  of  spurring  others  to  add  to  our  knowledge 
of  such  notes,  w'e  are  listing  here  all  the  examples  of  this  sort  that  we  have  seen  or  definitely 
know  about.  Under  some  of  the  headings  there  are  undoubtedly  many  more  to  be  recorded. 
In  some  cases  the  vignettes  may  also  he  found  on  other  types  of  documents,  such  as  stock 
certificates,  bonds,  coupons,  checks,  advertising  or  business  cards,  etc.,  but  with  one  or 
two  exceptions  only  bank  notes  are  Included.  4'he  Ohio  N Missouri  Mining  Co.  stock 
certificate,  which  is  only  a little  larger  than  an  average  bank  note,  is  listed  because  it  shows 
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what  is  thought  to  he  the  original  size  of  the  vignette  which  was  adapted  for  the  5c  New 
York  Postmaster’s  stamp.  lYe  date  on  this  certificate,  it  may  be  added,  is  th'e  earliest 
usage  of  the  die  so  far  known.  The  year  is  1847,  two  years  after  issue  of  the  Postmaster 
stamp  but  while  it  was  still  in  use  (until  July  i ) ; it  will  be  interesting  to  hunt  for  a date 
earlier  than  that  of  the  stamp. 

There  yet  remains  to  he  examined  the  field  of  U.  S.  Private  Proprietary  Revenue 
Stamps,  including  the  match,  medicine,  perfumery  and  playing  card  stamps.  It  seems  likely 
that  at  least  some  bit  of  ornament  or  lathe  work  may  be  found  there  which  was  previously 
used  on  bank  notes.

.Essays  of  Old  German  Entires 

Reminiscences  by  Dr.  Max  Zirker,  Haifa.

By  courtesy  of  Dr.  Clarence  W.  Brazer  I heard  of  the  existence  of  the  Essay  Proof 
Society  and  of  its  splendidly  done  and  interesting  Journal.  The  slogan  that  “Every 
specialized  collection  should  include  Essays  and  Proofs”  reminded  me  of  the  Regulations 
of  International  Exhibitions,  that  specialized  collections  should  include  entires  in  order 
to  be  complete.  I have  been  pleased  for  decades  that  American  Philatelists  have  collected 
those  once  privileged  children  of  philately  and  that  they  started  to  put  in  their  proper 
place  at  least  the  entires  of  the  United  States.  In  this  connection  I remember  with 
pleasure  the  late  Murray  Bartels,  who  twenty  years  ago  was  well  known  to  me,  and  who 
was  not  only  a pioneer  of  this  idea  but  realized  it  systematically. 

Several  years  later,  when  I handed  over  my  collection  of  used  old-German  envelopes 
to  Ernst  Stock  for  sale  at  auction  (owing  to  the  abundance  of  the  material  three  auctions 
were  necessary)  they  often  yielded  twofold  or  threefold  catalog  prices,  more  than  a dozen 
getting  1000  to  3000  Marks  each.  The  ^‘Berliner  Brief marken  Zeitung”  called  it  the 
“sensation  of  the  season.”  The  largest  part  of  my  unused  envelopes  was  sold  by  private 
treaty  to  a collector  for  44000  Marks  in  1929,  proof  of  the  great  interest  that  w^as  shown 
then  for  entires. 

What  remained  with  me  was  the  cream  of  the  collection,  my  essays.  About  those 
I am  to  tell  now,  remembering  my  life  as  a collector  which  was  full  of  romance,  and  rich 
with  important  personal  discoveries,  connected  by  friendly  cooperation  with  the  famous 
names  of  the  philatelic  past,  especially  President  Carl  Lindenberg  (the  Expert  of  the 
Reichspostmuseum)  and  Kalckhoff,  not  to  forget  Dr.  Herbert  Munk.  I had  the  privi- 
lege of  editing  the  old-German  entires  in  the  ‘'Grosser  Ganzsachen  Katalog”  by  Dr. 
Ascher ; and  under  the  direction  of  Lindenberg  I examined  this  part  of  the  Ferrari  Col- 
lection, which  I,  together  with  several  friends,  was  able  to  purchase  nearly  complete,  in 
Paris.  I undertook  voyages  of  discovery  near  and  far  and  traced  unknown  or  disappeared 
pieces.  I bought  complete  collections  just  to  get  one  unique  item  included  in  them.  I 
gave  myself  up  to  the  study  of  the  Saxonian  post-acts  and  those  of  the  “Furstlich  Thurn 
and  Taxis’sche  Zentralarchiv,”  forwarded  to  me  for  this  purpose  by  the  “Preussische 
Staatsarchiv”  as  late  as  1935.  I dedicated  myself  especially  to  the  numerous  extracts 
made  by  Lindenberg  from  tbe  Prussian  post-acts,  till  then  undiscovered. 

Even  if  the  old-German  essays  concerned  are  somewhat  remote  to  American  essay 
collectors,  they  will  certainly  feel  their  charm  and  they  may  share  my  lust  of  discovery  if 
I try  to  revive  my  studies  and  results.  They  will  bear  in  mind  that  the  organic  development 
of  this  field  of  collecting  will  certainly  result  in  their  interest  being  led  as  well  to  the 
old-German  States,  and  to  collecting  them  as  far  as  possible.  To  those  who  should  like 
to  go  deeper  into  this  matter,  my  monograph  regarding  this  subject,  which  was  awarded 
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a prize  at  the  New  York  Exhibition  in  1936,  will  be  a lead,  especially  as  this  booklet  will 
soon  be  available  at  the  recently  founded  library  of  the  “Philatelic  Foundation.” 

Those  interested  in  the  history  of  such  an  essay  collection  will  be  astonished  to  learn 
that  as  early  as  1864(1)  the  official  manager  of  the  Hanoverian  stamps  ordered  reprints 
of  envelope  essays  for  the  town  of  Hanover  from  the  Prussian  Government  Press  in 
Berlin  (the  predecessor  of  the  “Reichsdruckerei” ) , which  provided  most  of  the  old  German 
States,  giving  as  the  reason  that  "the  collectors  of  Franco-stamps  are  demoniacal  ("wie 
besessen” ) about  essays  as  well.”  The  Royal  Court  of  Hanover,  the  crown  prince,  princes 
and  princesses,  devoted  themselves  to  the  sport  of  stamp  collecting,  and  wished  to  acquire 
essays  as  material  for  exchanging  so  that  they  could  develop  their  collections  by  dealing 
abroad.  This  was  also  the  reason  why  the  Senatsdruckerei  Culemann  of  Hanover  was 
ordered  to  make  a series  of  “Postanweisungen”  of  different  essays  with  various  colours 
of  stamps  and  cardboards.  The  owner  of  this  printing-house  was  not  only  an  art  col- 
lector but  also  a collector  of  stamps,  and  he  had  the  privilege  of  printing  all  “Postanwei- 
sungen.” Where  have  they  all  remained?  In  Germany,  practically  none  of  them  could 
be  found;  the  Berlin  Museum  (are  its  treasures  still  existing?  and  where?)  possessed 
none  of  them.  Maybe  some  could  be  found  in  England,  which  has  always  had  a special 
liking  for  Hanover.

The  envelope  “Ein  Gutergroschen,”  wdth  the  diagonal  overprint  on  the  whole  envel- 
ope “drei  silbergroschen/’  extensively  described  in  Lindenberg’s  monograph  on  The 
Envelopes  of  H anover , had  been  found  in  the  Ferrari  Collection  and  from  there  found 
its  way  into  the  famous  collection  of  the  Brothers  Petschek  (which  had  been  confiscated 
by  the  Gestapo).  Lindenberg  considered  this  envelope  to  be  a mis-print  or  error.  In 
accord  with  Moens  I think  it  to  be  an  essay,  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  only  one

exists,  and  it  is  unused;  furthermore,  other  essays  are  known  where  the  value  in  the  stamp 
does  not  conform  with  the  value  of  the  overprint  running  diagonally  over  the  whole 
envelope.  Where  may  this  essay  be  now? 

Certainly,  many  lost  essays  may  be  found,  as  was  the  so-called  Hanover  discovery 
stock  in  1910  by  Lindenberg,  who  asserted  that  remainders  of  Hanover  stamps  (includ- 
ing envelopes)  must  have  been  kept  at  unknown  places.  He  found  them  and  placed 
them  for  auctioning,  including  several  sheets  of  the  valuable  10  Groschen  stamps. 

I had  a similar  experience  with  Brunswick.  In  the  chapter  on  “Brunswick”  of  my 
w'ork  on  Essays,  which  was  published  first  in  a series  of  articles  in  the  Vienna  *'Die 
P ostmarke  ” I pointed  out  that  the  essay  envelope  (embossed  stamp  of  3 Sgr.  rose  on 
Chinese  gummed  paper  without  overprint)  as  mentioned  in  Berger’s  ”Die  Fostwertzeichen 
des  Herzogtums  Braunschweig”  (1893,  page  98),  had  been  lost.  Subsequently  a Bruns- 
wick dealer  approached  me  and  showed  the  piece,  telling  me  that  many  years  ago  it  had 
been  in  the  possession  of  an  old  Brunswick  postmaster,  from  whom  it  was  acquired  by  the 
son  of  a Brunswick  minister.  Then  he  gave  me  the  essay  (until  then  unknown)  of  one  of 
the  envelopes  of  the  Brunswick  town-post  of  the  year  1844,  bearing  a cannon  watermark, 
whilst  the  originals  are  without  watermark.  This  essay  had  also  been  in  the  possession 

of  that  old  postmaster.  This  concerns  the  very  first  German  postage  stamp.

My  latest  discovery  of  previously  unknown  essays  happened  in  1935,  when  I had  to 
attend  a court  session  in  Frankfurt  in  my  capacity  as  a lawyer.  On  this  occasion  (as  on 
all  similar  occasions)  I used  my  spare  time  in  order  to  establish  connections  wdth  stamp 
dealers  and  collectors  of  that  town.  And  there  I learned  that  a short  time  before  a 
dealer  had  acquired  several  envelopes  from  the  heritage  of  a certain  Stoer,  long  since 
deceased,  who  had  been  the  trustee  of  the  Thurn  and  Taxis  Post  Regie.  These  envelopes 
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could  not  be  classified  according  to  the  usual  scheme,  bearing  the  stamp  of  Yi  Sgr.  green 
on  white  of  the  issue  of  1859.  f urthermore,  he  possessed  an  original  hand  signed  letter 
dated  June  30,  1867,  from  Stephan,  post-minister  of  Germany  and  founder  of  the 
Universal  Postal  Union,  in  which  Stephan,  at  that  time  still  Oberpostrat,  expressed  his 
gratitude  to  Stoer,  thanking  him  in  the  name  of  the  Prussian  Post  for  his  assistance  at  the 
discussions  concerning  the  transfer  to  Prussia  from  the  Thurn  and  Taxis  Postal  Highness. 
It  goes  without  saying  that  I acquired  both  envelopes.  My  further  investigation  revealed 
that  those  two,  hitherto  entirely  unknown,  came  from  the  Naumann  printing  press  in 
Frankfort,  whence  they  had  been  forwarded  as  essays  to  the  Thurn  and  Taxis  Post  in 
1861  ; the  reason  being  that  he  sought  to  obtain  the  printing  order  for  the  then  intended 
first  issue  of  envelopes  of  Thurn  & Taxis.  Naumann,  who  had  already  been  printing 
regularly  the  stamps  for  Thurn  & Taxis,  nevertheless  did  not  succeed  in  this  competition, 
but  in  1865  he  received  the  order  to  print  the  last  issue  of  envelopes,  those  of  the  so- 
called  “Frankforter  Schnitt”  (Fig.  3.).

Here,  another  reminiscence  of  1935  may  find  its  place;  a visit  of  Oskar  Wassermann, 
Director  of  the  “Deutsche  Bank”  in  Berlin,  who  came  to  my  office.  Wassermann,  honorary 
member  of  the  “Berliner  Philatelisten  Klub”  (and  some-time  its  chairman),  frequently 
appeared  publicly  as  philatelic  researcher  and  writer  (e.  g.,  in  the  publication  of  the  Club 
on  the  occasion  of  its  25th  Jubilee).  He  was  also  contributor  to  the  '‘Deutsche  Brief- 
marken-Zeitung  (published  by  Kroetzsch,  Leipzig).  At  the  time  of  this  visit,  however,  he 
was  no  longer  active  in  the  Club,  but  had  retained  his  interest  in  it  and  in  philately  in 
general.  From  his  collection  I own  an  envelope  essay  of  Baden  18  Kreuzer  (Fig.  4.),  of 
which  only  one  other  is  in  existence,  at  the  Berlin  Museum.  This  essay  had  been  made 
on  official  order  by  the  printer  Eberle  of  Karlsruhe  in  1865,  as  the  government  of  Baden 
wished  to  ascertain  whether  the  intended  order  for  the  printing  of  envelopes  could  be  given 
to  him.  The  essay  was  produced  by  Eberle  with  the  printing  material  of  the  Prussian 
(jovernment  Press,  which  had  been  used  for  the  manufacturing  of  the  first  issue  of 
envelopes.  Subsequently,  Eberle  received  the  order  (the  so-called  Karlsruher  Edition). 
But  no  values  of  18  (and  12)  Kreuzer  were  used. 

Eberle’s  Essay  is  distinguished  from  the  earlier  envelopes  of  the  same  value  by  its 
stamp  being  in  the  right,  instead  of  the  left,  upper  corner  and  that  it  is  carmine  Instead  of

orange-red.  The  Wassermann  piece  previously  mentioned  was  in  his  possession  according 
to  Lindenberg’s  Monograph  on  The  Envelopes  of  Baden,  which  was  published  in  the 
nineties  of  the  last  century.  It  appears  that  it  had  been  acquired  by  Wassermann  fifty 
years  before.  It  is  said  that  he  paid  looo  Marks  for  it,  a price  which  is  comparatively  low 
considering  that  even  the  unused  original  envelopes  of  normal  size  were  valued  at  600 
Marks,  the  large  sized  one  at  1000  Marks,  whilst  used  envelopes  are  unsurpassable  in 
rarity.  The  used  envelope  of  18  Kr.,  for  example,  yielded  at  auction  the  price  of  2000 
Marks,  the  unique  used  12  Kr.,  large  size,  even  3000  Marks.  The  used  large  size  of  18 
Kr.  is  unknown. 

I am  aware  that  my  reminiscences  are  getting  lengthy,  and  I have  not  mentioned  the 
greatest  Prussian  essays.  The  other  illustrations  may  show  the  reader  the  variety  of  the 
ideas  essayed.

Centenary  International  Philatelic  Exhibition 

The  first  prospectus  of  the  Centenary  International  Philatelic  Exhibition  to  be  held 
in  1947  has  been  issued  by  Prescott  Thorp,  director  of  publications,  30,000  copies  having 
been  printed.  Collectors  who  have  not  received  a copy  may  obtain  one  by  sending  a request 
on  their  letterheads  to  Mr.  Thorp  at  Netcong,  N.  J. 

According  to  a recent  announcement  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association 
for  Stamp  Exhibitions,  encouraging  backing  from  collectors  and  dealers  all  over  the 
country  has  been  received.  Over  lOO  persons  have  answered  the  appeal  made  through  the 
philatelic  press  for  volunteers  to  serve  on  the  public  relations  committee,  representatives  in 
every  principal  town  and  city  being  desired.  Letters  have  been  sent  to  the  country’s  leading 
clubs  in  an  effort  to  obtain  the  services  of  about  200  additional  members  of  this  group. 

Jacob  Glaser,  vice-chairman  in  charge  of  construction,  has  reported  that  his  committee 
will  soon  have  all  plans  ready.  There  has  already  been  developed  a colorful  and  inno- 
vational  layout  for  the  main  floor,  w'hich  will  feature  the  spectacular  display  of  the  United 
States  Post  Office  Department  and  an  elaborate  Court  of  Honor  in  which  the  U.  S.  1847 
5c  and  IOC  stamps,  the  Great  Britain  1840  Penny  Black,  Swiss  Cantonals,  Brazil  Bull’s 
Eyes,  and  the  Post  Office  Mauritius  stamps  will  be  highlighted.

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Prints  on  India  Paper  or  Cardboard 

A member  requests  information  as  to  plate  proofs  on  India  paper  still  adhering  to  the 
original  cardboard  backing. 

Prints  directly  on  cardboard  cannot  be  soaked  off.  India  paper  is  used  to  proof  the 
fine  lines  of  an  engraving  and  cardboard  is  used  to  proof  colors.  IVlost  India  paper  proofs 
were  printed  before  the  stamps.  U.  S.  postage  proofs  on  cardboard  were  generally  printed 
after  the  stamps.  U.  S.  revenue  proofs  on  cardboard  were  probably  printed  before  the 
stamps. 

India  paper  for  printing  from  engravings  must  be  dampened  to  make  the  ink  adhere 
to  it  from  the  engraved  die  or  plate.  It  is  so  thin  and  delicate,  especially  when  dampened, 
that  it  must  be  backed  up  with  cardboard  to  withstand  the  several  tons  pressure  of  the 
roller  press.  Generally  no  adhesive  is  used  and  it  is  the  pressure  only  of  the  dampened 
paper  on  the  cardboard  (or  blotter  as  it  is  called  by  plate  printers)  that  makes  it  adhere. 
Most  India  paper  proofs  are  now  off  card  as  it  sometimes  comes  loose  from  the  card 
of  its  own  accord,  especially  in  the  plain  margins  outside  the  engraving.  For  India  paper 
still  adhering  to  the  original  card  backing,  if  the  India  paper  extends  to  the  edges  of  the 
cardboard,  a scuffing  of  the  edges  toward  the  face  with  the  thumb  will  loosen  the  India 
paper  from  the  card  and  it  may  be  peeled  from  the  card  by  use  of  tweezers,  or  it  may  be 
soaked  off  the  card.  Exceptions  are  some  U.  S.  Revenue  proofs  which  were  printed  on 
very  thin  India  paper  that  has  become  brittle  in  the  past  8o  years  and  cannot  be  peeled 
nor  soaked  off  successfully.  It  is  better  not  to  remove  India  paper  from  the  card  backing 
which  protects  it. 

The  pressure  of  printing  sinks  the  India  paper,  and  card  backing,  into  the  engraving, 
so  that  when  the  India  paper  is  removed  from  the  card  backing,  a colorless  impression 
of  the  engraving  may  be  seen  on  the  card.  As  India  paper  is  hand  made  and  varies 
considerably  in  thickness,  it  is  occasionally  so  thin  that  a small  amount  of  ink  is  pressed 
through  the  dampened  paper  and  traces  of  it  are  occasionally  seen  on  the  engraving 
embossed  on  the  cardboard.  Some  such  waste  cards  have  at  times  been  offered  for  sale 
as  proofs! 

India  paper  transmits  moisture  instantly  and  may  thus  be  identified  from  stamp  papers 
which  do  not.  Wrinkled,  water  or  gum  stained  prints  may  be  dropped  into  clean  water 
and  may  be  carefully  smoothed  with  pointed  tweezers  on  a clean  white  blotter,  transferred 
between  other  clean  white  blotters  and  dried  under  light  pressure;  they  should  then  look 
like  new.  C.  W.  B.

This  monthly  publication  of  the  British  North  America  Philatelic  Society  has  ap- 
peared in  more  splendid  form  with  the  issue  of  January-February,  1946,  Vol.  3,  No.  i.

Meviews  of  Pulblicatioiras 

Chile  Filatelico,  Santiago,  for  January-February,  1946,  publishes  as  its  leading  article 
of  eleven  pages  “Un  Vistazo  a la  Colleccion  Schumann  de  Ensayos  y Pruebas  de  Chile,” 
Por  Armando  O.  Valle.  It  is  amply  embellished  with  44  illustrations  of  Chile  essays  and 
proofs  from  the  issues  of  Perkins,  Bacon  & Co.,  1853  to  1933.  We  hope  to  present  a more 
extensive  review  of  this  important  article. 

In  the  same  official  organ  of  the  Sociedad  Filatelica  de  Chile  is  a Spanish  translation 
by  L.  A.  Holley  of  our  member  Robert  G.  Truman’s  article  on  the  First  Issue  of  Greece, 
originally  printed  in  the  Blue  Book  of  the  Stamp  Specialist,  which  includes  mention  of  the 
proofs.  This  complete  translation,  of  which  six  pages  are  published,  with  two  pages  of 
illustrations,  is  to  be  continued. 
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About  Offset  Printing 

By  Stephen  G.  Rich,  Ph.D. 

• Even  among  printers  there  is  much  misunderstanding  of  what  “Offset  Printing”  is  and 
of  its  relation  to  the  three  fundamental  methods  of  stamp  manufacture:  typography, 

lithography  and  recess  printing. (^)  This  is  even  more  prevalent  among  stamp  collectors. 

Offset  printing  is  a means  of  transferring  the  printed  image  from  the  plate  to  the 
paper.  Between  the  plate  or  form  of  type  and  the  paper  a large  cylinder,  geared  to  that 
over  which  the  paper  is  fed,  carries  a smooth  rubber  surface  or  “blanket.”  The  plate 
prints  onto  this;  and  the  printed  image,  carried  around  on  the  surface  of  the  blanket 
cylinder,  is  then  deposited  on  the  paper. 

Offset  printing  is  usually  used  with  lithographic  production  of  the  printed  image. 

It  was  first  developed  in  connection  with  this  process,  by  lithographer  Ira  W.  Rubel  of 

Nutley,  N.  J.  The  replacement  of  the  old-fashioned  lithographic  stones  by  plates  of 
grained  zinc  or  aluminum  allowed  a further  development  of  the  process,  by  which  the 
plates  were  curved  around  a cylinder  and  thus  could  be  used  for  rapid  continuous  pro- 
duction. In  lithographic  work,  offset  printing  produces  a superior  product  as  compared 
with  direct  lithography,  and  with  curved  zinc  or  aluminum  plates  allows  of  much  faster 
work.  The  U.  S.  1918-20  “Offset  Issue”  is  a prime  example  of  excellent  offset  litho- 
graphic stamp  production.  As  a rule  the  lithographic  plates  for  offset  printing  are  photo- 
graphically made:  hence  the  usual  term,  “photo-offset.” 

Offset  printing  is  definitely  not  limited  to  lithographic  use. 

It  h as  been  applied,  but  as  far  as  I know  not  in  stamp  making,  to  one  form  of  recess- 
printing. This  is  the  form  in  which  the  plates  are  photographically  made,  and  which  is 
called  rotogravure.  “Roto”  is  photo  stipple  engraving  on  copper,  and  is  extensively  used 
for  stamp  manufacture:  Great  Britain,  South  Africa  and  France  are  among  contemporary 
users  of  this  process.  Let  it  be  emphasized,  however,  that  in  rotogravure  stamp  making, 
we  have  no  definite  knowledge  of  offset  printing  being  applied.  Also,  let  it  be  recorded 
that  the  general  term  “photogravure”  is  widely  used  in  stamp  circles  as  a synonym  for 
rotogravure.  This  is  not  correct:  photogravure  is  a wide,  inclusive  term,  covering  any 
process  in  which  a recess  or  intaglio  plate (^)  is  produced  by  photographic  methods. 

Offset  printing  is  applied  to  ordinary  typography.  This  is  called  by  various  names, 
the  term  “high-etch  offset”  being  the  one  used  by  my  informant.  All  the  evidence  in  hand 
thus  far  points  clearly  to  offset  typography  being  the  process  used  for  the  centers  of  the 
many  multi-color  stamps  recently  made  for  various  countries  by  the  American  Bank  Note 
Co.  This  includes  most  of  the  Latin-American  “U.  S.  Constitution”  issues  and  the  U.  S. 
Flag  Stamps  of  1943-44.  The  producing  company  definitely  states  that  the  work  is  done 
“by  a modification  of  the  offset  process”  and  its  characteristics  are  definitely  those  of 
typography,  not  Intaglio  or  lithography.  The  actual  plates  from  which  the  printed  image 
is  taken  may  be  zinc  etchings,  electrotypes,  or  any  one  of  the  modern  plastic  plates  including 
those  of  rubber.  We  do  not  know  yet  the  actual  material  of  the  plates  used  in  these  jobs. 
But  the  evidence  for  offset  typography  is  sufficiently  strong  to  make  all  guessing  needless. 


Meviews  of  Publicatloiis 

7'he  Philatelist,  London,  for  January,  1946,  leading  article  is  “The  Queen’s  Head,” 
by  Robson  Lowe.

Its  Essays  and  Proofs 

By  George  W.  Caldwell,  E.  P.  S.  318

Cross  and  Figure  of  Value  1882^1907 

Concurrent  with  the  Standing  Helvetia  series  which  we  have  just  discussed,  were  the 
low  values,  typographed  in  a simple  yet  effective  design  (Scott’s  design  A19)  in  which  the 
Swiss  Cross,  the  figure  of  value,  and  the  national  designation  “Helvetia”  stand  out 
prominently.  This  was  the  work  of  an  artist  identified  in  the  record  simply  as  Professor 
H aesert. 

A Bernese  engraver,  named  Burger,  is  credited  with  having  engraved  the  original 
master  die  in  steel.  The  statement,  in  the  record,  that  this  was  done  exactly  in  high 
relief,  invites  careful  examination;  one  may  be  excused  for  hesitating  to  accept  this  without 
some  reservation.  Let’s  examine  the  record.  In  the  original  German  of  Zumstein(‘^)  we 
read  “Er  schnitt  das  genaue  Bild  in  erhabener  Form  in  Stahl  (Patrize).”  Maurice  Picard, 
in  the  French  edition  of  the  Zumstein  handbook, (^3)  translates  that  statement  thus: 
"II  grava  le  dessin  exact  en  relief  sur  de  Vacier  (patrice).”  The  English  edition(i9)  of  an 
earlier  Zumstein  handbook  records  the  statement  in  the  following  words:  "He  cut  in 
relief  the  exact  design  in  steel.” 

The  expression  “high  relief”  as  used  in  America,  refers  to  the  colored  portion  of  the 
stamp  design,  except  in  cameo  engraving;  and  it  appears  that  in  Europe,  the  same  definition 
is  used.  In  view  of  this,  what  interpretation  shall  we  give  to  the  qualifying  words  “exact 
design,”  and  why  did  Zumstein  qualify  this  die?  It  should  he  noted  that  no  such  qualifica- 
tion was  used  by  that  authority  in  discussing  previous  dies  used  in  the  production  of  Swiss 
stamps.  Two  possible  answers  occur  to  the  author.  If  we  interpret  “exact  design”  to 
mean  positive  instead  of  negative  or  mirror  reflection,  then  the  die  could  not  have  been 
in  high  relief;  instead  it  would  have  been  in  intaglio.  On  the  other  hand,  the  intention 
may  have  been  to  convey  the  idea  that  Burger  took  no  liberties  with  the  design;  that  he 
engraved  the  design  exactly  as  the  artist  had  essayed  it. 

The  author  leans  toward  this  latter  interpretation  but  feels  that  lack  of  clearness  in 
the  record  warrants  incorporating  the  controversial  point  in  this  monograph. 

lotemriediate  Dies  aedl  Cliclies 

The  intermediate  dies  and  brass  printing  cliches  were  made  in  the  Federal  Mint.  It 
is  probable,  however,  that  Burger  engraved  the  figures  of  value  on  the  duplicate  master 
dies.  In  order  to  preserve  the  original  high  relief  dies,  a number  of  duplicates  were  made 
with  which  to  manufacture  the  matrices  and  the  printing  cliches. 

A good  grade  of  well  calendered  paper  was  selected  for  this  printing  and,  as  usual,  the 
order  was  given  to  the  Sihl  Mills  of  Zurich.  This  was  of  the  granite  variety  containing 
red  and  blue  silk  fibres,  and  was  supplied  in  cut  form  of  a size  to  accommodate  400  stamps 
per  sheet.  There  was  a small  printing  on  white  paper  but  the  record  is  silent  on  the 
reason  for  this.  Unwatermarked  paper  which  required  the  adding  of  the  control  mark(2^) 
was  used,  until  superseded  in  1905  by  a paper  containing  a natural  watermark. 

Staempfli  & Co.,  of  Bern,  were  awarded  the  contract  and  they  continued  to  print  these

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stamps  until  the  summer  of  1906,  at  which  time  the  work  was  taken  over  by  the  Federal 
Mint. 

Due  to  an  insufficient  quantity  of  cliches,  a somewhat  unusual  method  was  used  in 
the  printing.  For  the  values  of  3,  12  and  15  Centimes  only  100  cliches  were  used;  hence 
it  was  necessary  to  pass  the  paper  through  the  press  four  times.  For  the  stamps  in  greater 
demand — 2,  5 and  10  Centimes — two  lOO-subject  assemblies  were  used,  which  obviously 
required  only  two  trips  to  the  press.  Apparently  the  increased  cost  of  printing  by  this 
method  was  deemed  to  be  less  than  the  cost  of  making  additional  cliches. 

Essays  associated  with  this  issue  include  impressions  from  a master  die  (Fig.  18) 
before  the  figure  of  value  had  been  added;  also  prints  pulled  from  experimental  dies  (?*) 
on  which  the  figure  of  value  appears  in  modified  form  (Fig.  19).  Proofs  in  normal  and  in 
trial  colors,  are  known;  they  are  found  on  white,  and  granite  paper;  watermarked,  and 
unwatermarked;  with  and  without  control  mark;  perforated,  and  imperforate.

Zumstein  lists  and  illustrates  an  essay  which  is  of  the  same  general  design  as  the 
issued  stamps,  but  with  the  design  features  very  much  altered.  There  is  no  evidence  that 
this  essay  had  anything  whatsoever  to  do  with  the  development  of  the  approved  design. 
Therefore  we  omit  it  for  the  present,  and  will  include  it  under  a later  caption:  Miscel- 
laneous Essays,  1880-1910. 


Essay  Contest  1901 

Advancement  in  the  art  of  postage-stamp  manufacture,  changes  in  stamp-design  ideas, 
and  the  natural  monotony  resulting  from  the  use  of  one  design  for  nearly  two  decades, 
produced  a public  reaction  that  was  both  direct  and  forceful.  Around  the  turn  of  the 
century,  in  the  public  press  and  even  in  certain  government  circles,  voices  were  raised 
against  continuing  the  use  of  the  then  current  stamps.  The  people  didn’t  like  the  “out-of- 
fashion” stamps;  and  they  said  so  in  unmistakable  words. 

Such  outcry  could  not  very  well  be  ignored,  and  the  postal  authorities  decided  to  do 
something  about  it.  Hence,  the  Postmaster  General,  in  March  1901,  invited  participation 
in  an  open  stamp-design  contest.  Anyone,  professional  or  amateur,  was  permitted  to  enter 
one  or  more  essays.  Six  cash  prizes  and  fifteen  Certificates  of  Merit  were  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Committee  of  Award. 

Bright  as  the  prospects  may  have  appeared  at  the  time,  this  contest  completely  failed 
to  accomplish  its  purpose.  Not  a single  essay  qualified  for  the  first  award  and  therefore 
that  aw^ard  was  withheld.  Cash  prizes  were  awarded  for  the  six  best  designs,  and  in 
addition,  the  winning  artists  were  presented  with  prints  of  their  essays  in  blocks  of  twelve 
on  fine,  medium  weight  artists  cardboard. 

According  to  the  record  the  artists  failed  to  give  sufficient  consideration  to  the 
limitations  of  typographic  printing.  Are  we  to  understand  that  the  artists  were  advised 
to  prepare  their  essays  with  that  type  of  printing  in  mind?  The  record  is  silent  in  the 
matter.  In  view  of  the  ability  of  some  of  the  competing  artists,  it  is  surprising  that  this 
contest  failed  to  produce  one  or  more  designs  that  would  have  been  desirable  for  use 
in  developing  a suitable  stamp.

Photo-lithographs  of  complete  sheets  of  these  essays  were  made  by  a private  party, 
and  a quantity  of  prints  made  and  sold.  These  are  characterized  by  a lack  of  fineness  and 
clearness  in  the  designs,  h^urther  details  are  not  known  to  the  author. 
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Plagiarism  ? 

The  Robert  essay  presents  a very  interesting  case  of  possible  plagiarism.  Casually 
comparing  this  essay  with  the  first  definitive  issue  (Scott’s  design  A4)  of  Indo-China,  one  is 
struck  by  the  similarity  of  concept ; even  the  design  details,  in  some  instances,  reflect 
similarity  of  treatment.  Obviously,  one  of  these  designs  influenced  the  other,  unless  both 
were  derived  from  a common  source. 

The  Indo-China  stamp  was  issued  in  1904 ;(i^)  hence  one  might  conclude  that  it  was 
copied  from  the  Robert  essay.  However,  information  pointing  toward  a contrary  con- 
clusion has  been  uncovered  and  philatelicly  recorded, (2«)  on  the  basis  of  what  it  would 
appear  that  Robert  had  committed  the  act  of  plagiarism. 

After  a definitive  stamp  issue  for  Indo-China  had  been  authorized — it  had  been 
requested  by  the  Colony  in  1901 — those  responsible  for  its  manufacture  consulted  the 
Books  of  Design,  and  selected  a drawing  by  Eugen  Grasset,  eminent  stamp  artist  of  Paris, 
later  of  Bern.  This  design  had  been  essayed  by  Grasset  some  years  previously  for  a French 
issue  but  had  never  been  used.  With  but  slight  modification,  this  became  the  Indo-China 
stamp  design.  The  inscription  “Indo-China”  was  substituted  for  “Republique  Francaise”; 
and  an  anchor,  which  did  not  appear  on  the  original  essay,  was  added,  probably  to  symbolize 
the  overseas  character  of  the  French  colony. 

While  this  evidence  is  somewhat  conclusive  in  “finding”  against  Robert,  there  are 
several  questions  which  the  author  believes  should  be  answered,  before  we  reach  the  final 
decision.  What  was  the  association,  if  any,  between  Grasset  and  Robert — was  it  that  of 
teacher  and  pupil?  Did  Grasset  suggest  the  idea  to  Robert?  Does  the  fact  that  Grasset 
was  a Parisian  and  that  Robert  lived  in  St.  Denis,  just  outside  Paris,  have  any  bearing 
on  the  case?  Was  the  similarity  of  these  two  designs  a mere  coincidence,  resulting  perhaps 
from  an  influence  common  to  both? 

The  answers  to  these  questions,  and  to  others  that  might  with  good  reason,  be  asked, 
perhaps  would  prove  illuminating.

Reviews  of  Peblications 

The  Philatelic  Journal  of  India,  May,  1945,  has  a leading  article  “Notes  on  the 
Government  of  India  Stamp  Collection  at  New  Delhi”  by  E.  A.  Smythies,  which  refers  to 
several  proof  sheets  of  essays  and  proofs  of  the  stamps  of  India  1854  half-anna  essay  Die  i 
in  black  and  in  indigo  on  unwatermarked  paper  both  of  which  show  the  same  type  of 
corner  ornament  (and  are  the  only  two  sheets  known)  which  was  never  used  on  issued 
stamps.  The  blue  essay  sheet  shows  the  hair  above  the  ear  touched-up  proving  that  it  is 
later  than  the  black  essay  sheet.  The  Delhi  Collection  also  has  two  sheets  of  12  essays 
of  the  four-annas  of  the  close  spacing  (24  to  the  plate)  of  April  1855  which  sheet  has  been 
ruled  across  with  black  lines.  On  the  back  of  the  essay  sheet  in  pencil  is  written  “Whome 
1854  Dept.  Post  Office.”  There  are  also  designs  of  the  four-annas  enclosed  in  a letter  for 
Mr.  Ridell  dated  ii  October  No.  666  and  a notation  in  ink  “Keep  in  the  Home  Corres.  20 
October  54  No.  83.”  On  the  sheet  with  close  spacing  is  noted  “Home  1855  Dept.  P.  O.” 
and  in  a letter  from  the  Deputy  Surveyor-General  No.  291  of  31st  ultimo:  “Keep  with 
corres.  20  April  55  No.  113.”  which  seems  to  suggest  that  a commencement  was  made  with 
the  preparation  of  the  printing  stone  of  the  close  spacing  before  the  end  of  March.  “Finally 
there  is  a complete  imperforate  pane  of  the  De  La  Rue  half-anna  blue  on  unw^atermarked 
paper,  with  the  control  No.  i,  G.  in  white  on  a coloured  background.”

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Printing  and  Selling  Proofs  of  Postage  Stamps 

Essays  of  proposod  or  experimental  stamps  were  made  by  engraving  firms  and  sub- 
mitted with  the  bids  for  proposed  stamp  contracts  from  1847  to  1894,  and  those  not  ap- 
proved were  given  out  by  the  Post  Office  Department  and  the  engravers. 

From  1875  to  1880  the  U.  S.  Post  Office  Department  offered  and  sold  at  face  value 
from  one  cent  to  sixty  dollars  on  order,  special  printings  of  postage  stamps  including 
official  and  new'spaper  stamps  not  good  for  prepayment  of  postage. 

About  i879)  1885,  1890  and  1893,  plate  proofs  of  all  U.  S.  postage  stamps  issued  from 
1847  to  those  respective  dates  were  freely  given  out  by  the  Post  Office  Department.  In 
1894,  1898,  and  1901,  die  proofs  of  postage  stamps  issued  during  those  years  w-ere  given  out 
by  the  Post  Office  Department.  In  1903,  over  90  albums  containing  die  proofs  of  all 
U.  S.  stamps  issued  from  1847  to  1902  w^ere  freely  given  to  Senators  and  Government 
Officials  by  the  Post  Office  Department.  Engravers  and  designers  of  stamps  from  the 
earliest  times  have  been  entitled  to  have  unfinished  and  finished  proofs  of  their  wmrk  as 
evidence  of  their  ability.  The  engraving  firms  who  produced  U.  S.  Stamps  from  1847  to 
1894  were  also  entitled  to  own  and  distribute  essays  and  experimental  essays  and  proofs, 
of  stamps.  All  postage  stamp  dies  are  hardened  and  should  produce  thousands  of  prints 
after  the  transfer  rolls  are  made. 

From  time  to  time  for  nearly  100  years  the  Treasury  Department,  through  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Mint  at  Philadelphia,  has  struck  and  sold  to  the  public  proof  coins, 
medals  and  experimental  pieces.  The  below  bill  will  extend  to  Philatelists  the  same  privi- 
leges that  Numismatists  have  enjoyed  since  before  1887.  The  Bureau  of  Engraving  and 
Printing  now  sells  sets  of  die  proofs  of  engraved  portraits  of  all  Presidents  for  $3.00  and 
larger  die  proofs  at  25  cents  each. 

These  finest  possible  proof  examples  of  the  fine  art  of  line  engraved  stamps  are  greatly 
desired  by  engravers,  artists,  and  collectors  who  will  pay  the  government  a profit  for  them 
in  like  manner  as  proofs  of  coins  are  available  to  the  public.  In  order  to  make  such 
possession  legal  and  possible  without  question,  the  accompanying  bill  has  been  approved  by 
the  Essay  Proof  Society  of  collectors  of  such  engravings,  and  is  recommended  for  enact- 
ment into  law  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  with  approval  of  the  President;  it  is 
based  on  the  Treasury  Dept.  Bureau  of  the  Mint  Regulations  as  to  proof  coins,  dated 
1910,  amending  Regulations  of  1887. 

Senator  James  M.  Mead  has  been  requested  to  introduce  in  the  Senate,  and  Repre- 
sentative Clare  Boothe  Luce  has  offered  to  introduce,  the  following  bill  in  the  House. 
Please  write  your  Representative  and  Senators  endorsing  this  bill. 


An  Act  Antliorizing  tlie  Postmaster  General  to  Provide 
and  Fnrnisli  Proofs  of  Postage  Stamps 


Section  i.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  Assembled, 

THAT  the  Postmaster  General  is  authorized  to  furnish  and  issue  to  the  public  at  the  Philatelic  Agency 
of  the  Post  Office  Department,  full  size  die  proofs  and  plate  proofs  in  approved  design  and  color  on  white 
paper  different  from  stamp  paper,  of  postage  stamps,  stamped  envelopes  and  postal  cards  issued  during  the 
calendar  year  of  issue  only,  under  such  regulations  as  the  Postmaster  General  may  prescribe. 

Section  2.  The  cost  of  manufacture  shall  be  paid  from  the  proceeds  and  prices  of  die  and  plate  proofs  which 

shall  be  fixed  at  face  value  plus  a service  charge  to  be  determined  by  the  Postmaster  General. 

Section  3.  An  annual  detailed  account  shall  be  kept  and  published  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Postmaster 

General  of  all  proofs  printed,  of  all  delivered  to  the  Philatelic  Agency  of  the  Post  Office 
Department,  and  of  all  proofs  sold  or  destroyed  by  the  Philatelic  Agency.  All  profits  accruing  from  the 
sale  of  proofs,  after  reserving  a fund  sufficient  to  meet  incidental  expenses  attending  the  manufacture  and 
sale  of  proofs,  shall  be  paid  into  the  general  fund  of  the  Post  Office  Department. 

Section  4.  All  previous  laws  that  do  not  conform  with  this  Act  are  hereby  amended  or  repealed.

1923  and  1929  Essays  of  Great  Britaim 


From  The  Philatelist 


Harold  Nelson’s  Essay  I>i*a wings  of  1923  and  1929. 

The  Philatelist,  London,  for  June,  1945,  continues  the  fine  article  entitled  “George  V 
Stamps  of  Great  Britain — III”  by  L.  N.  and  M.  Williams;  with  wonderfully  clear  large 
illustrations  of  nine  essays,  five  of  Harold  Nelson’s  1923  designs  and  four  of  F.  W. 
Farleigh’s  1929  essays.  We  quote  a few  extracts: 

“The  British  Empire  Exhibition,  held  at  Wembley  in  1924,  was  made  the  occasion  of  a special 
commemorative  issue  of  stamps.  In  response  to  an  invitation  from  the  Post  Office,  in  November,  1923, 
the  British  Institution  of  Industrial  Art  appointed  a Designs  Committee  to  go  into  the  matter  of  designs  for 
two  commemorative  stamps.” 

“The  Committee  recommended  that  each  stamp  should  be  In  a distinct  design  and  that  the  design 
should  be  the  subject  of  open  competition.  Not  more  than  six  of  the  designs  submitted  would  be  selected 
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by  the  Committee  and  the  artist  of  each  design  would  be  awarded  a fee  of  lo  guineas.  The  Committee 
might  recommend  that  one  or  more  of  the  designs  should  be  used  for  the  stamps,  or  else  require  any  of 
the  artists  to  amend  or  modify  the  designs  without  a further  fee.  The  artists  submitting  the  finally 
selected  designs  should  each  be  awarded  90  guineas.” 

“The  Designs  Committee  issued  invitations  to  eight  well-known  British  artists,  Messrs.  Batten,  Gill, 
Gray,  Herrick,  Nelson,  Richards,  Rook,  and  Tristram,  to  submit  designs,  the  latest  date  for  the  acceptance 
of  these  being  i8th  February,  1924.  Five  of  the  artists  responded  to  the  invitations,  and  at  a meeting 
of  the  Committee  on  19th  February,  essays  by  Eric  Gill  and  Harold  Nelson  (who  submitted  six  designs) 
were  selected.  At  a subsequent  meeting,  on  5th  March,  one  of  Harold  Nelson’s  designs  was  accepted 
for  both  stamps.” 

“In  1929  the  Ninth  Congress  of  the  Universal  Postal  Union  was  held  in  London,  and  stamps  were 
issued  to  commemorate  the  event.  Once  more  a Designs  Committee  was  formed,  and  invitations  were 
issued  to  a number  of  artists  to  submit  designs  for  the  proposed  stamps.  Four  different  essays  submitted 
by  three  artists  were  accepted:  the  Yzi.  and  2^d.  values  by  F.  W.  Farleigh,  the  id.  and 
ij/ad.  stamps  by  E.  Linzell,  and  the  £i  by  Harold  Nelson.” 

“The  third  and  last  series  of  commemorative  stamps  issued  by  Great  Britain  during  the  reign  of  King 
George  V appeared  on  the  occasion  of  the  King’s  Silver  Jubilee  in  May,  1935.  As  on  previous  occasions 
the  design  was  the  subject  of  a competition,  invitations  being  issued  to  a number  of  artists  all  of  whom 
received  a fee,  with  an  additional  award  to  the  designer  of  the  selected  essay.  The  accepted  design  was 
the  work  of  Barnett  Freedman,  of  London.” 


The  Philatelist,  London,  for  July  1945  continues  the  beautifully  illustrated  article 
“The  George  V Stamps  of  Great  Britain”  by  L.  N.  and  M.  Williams.  The  nine  illustra- 
tions of  die  essays  and  die  proofs  of  the  1913  oblong  high  values  are  from  the  collection 
of  H.  C.  V.  Adams.  The  masterly  pen  and  ink  original  drawing  design  by  Bertram  Mack- 
ennal  is  reproduced  on  the  front  cover.  J.  A.  C.  Harrison  of  the  Mint  was  the  engraver. 
These  stamps  were  first  printed  by  Waterlow  Bros,  and  Layton,  who  were  succeeded  in 
1916  by  De  La  Rue  & Co.,  and  in  1918,  Bradbury,  Wilkinson  & Co.  Ltd.  were  given  the 
printing  contract  for  the  next  15  years.  In  October  1934  the  designs  were  re-engraved  and 
the  printing  contract  given  to  Waterlow  & Sons.  Several  states  of  die  essay  engravings  of 
the  master  die  are  illustrated,  dated  Aug.  24,  1912,  Aug.  30,  1912,  Sept.  13,  1912  and  Jan. 
28,  1913.  There  are  also  engravings  of  die  proofs  of  the  2s  6p  dated  Jan.  28,  1913,  the  5s 
in  brown  and  los  in  blue  green. 

There  is  also  an  excellent  biography  by  Arnold  M.  Strange  of  “William  Wyon,  R.  A.” 
(1779-1851)  Chief  Engraver  to  the  Mint  (1828-1851).  In  1834  Wyon  engraved  a medal 
on  the  obverse  of  which  was  Princess  Victoria’s  head  which  Henry  Corbould  later  used 
as  the  model  for  his  sketch  for  the  vignette  of  the  first  1840  postage  stamp.  Wyon  col- 
laborated with  Whiting  on  his  1840  embossed  essay,  and  had  also  submitted  an  essay  in  the 
1839  competition  which  was  an  ink  sketch  of  the  Queen’s  head  without  the  diadem  and 
encircled  by  the  words  “Postoffice — One  Penny — Half  Ounce.”  “Throughout  Queen 
Victoria’s  reign  many  stamps  of  various  new  designs  were  issued,  and  many  suggestions 
for  an  alternative  portrait  were  submitted  for  her  approval.  So  highly  did  the  Queen 
favour  Wyon’s  original  portrait  however  that  she  never  consented  to  an  alternative,  and  it 
was  used  as  a model  for  all  the  English  and  many  colonial  stamps  during  her  lifetime.” 


Overseas  Dommion  Essay; 

The  Philatelist,  London,  for  April,  1946,  quotes  L.  N.  and  M.  Williams:  “The  essay 
of  which  you  (Philatelist,  March,  1946)  reproduced  a block  of  four  was  produced  to 
demonstrate  a printing  process.  The  plate  was  made  in  1910  or  1911  by  Messrs.  Miller  5: 
Motley  for  De  La  Rue  & Co.  Ltd.,  with  the  object  of  testing  the  ‘Printex’  method  of 
platemaking  for  typography.” 

“Printex,  subsequently  known  as  ‘Lithotex,’  was  used  in  1912  for  producing  the  plates 
of  the  so-called  ‘Ideal  Stamp’  at  the  Jubilee  International  Stamp  Exhibition  held  in  that 
year. 

“For  details  of  the  essay  given  above  we  are  indebted  to  an  article  written  ten  years 
ago  [1936]  by  the  late  Fred  J.  Melville.”

Five  Sorts  of  Printed  Products 

With  the  aid  of  only  an  ordinary  magnifying  glass,  of  not  more  than  3 to  5 diameters’ 
power,  the  lines  of  a stamp  made  by  typography,  lithography,  line-engraving,  etching  and 
rotogravure,  have  unmistakeable  characteristics. 


Five  Diiterent  Characters  of  Printed  Lines 

Typographed  (letter-press  printed)  lines  have  smooth  edges.  Under  the  glass  a 
curious  “doubling,”  as  if  two  heavy  lines  were  close  together,  often  shows.  Typographed 
lines  do  not  taper  off,  but  end  bluntly.  (Fig.  i).  Offset  typography  or  “high-etch  offset,” 
as  on  the  centers  of  the  U.  S.  1943-44  Flag  stamps,  shows  the  regular  features  of  all 
typographed  lines. 

Lithographed  lines  always  show  a sort  of  irregular  “string  of  beads”  effect.  (Fig.  2). 
Offset  lithography  produces  exactly  the  same  effect  as  direct  lithography.  The  U.  S.  1918- 
20  Offset  stamps  show  lithographic  lines  well. 

Line-engraved  lines  have  smooth  edges,  but  the  fine  ones  taper  off  into  very  fine 
terminals.  Typographic  “doubling”  rarely  shows  on  them.  (Fig.  3)  Line-engraved  lines 
often  appear  as  ridges  of  ink  in  relief,  under  the  glass. 

Etched  lines  have  a characteristic  rough  edge,  very  irregular  (Fig.  4).  They  are 
found  on  many  line-engraved  stamps,  as  in  the  shaded  backgrounds  of  the  borders  of  the 
U.  S.  1943-44  Flags  and  ic  and  3c  “Re-engraved”  of  1881-82. 

Rotogravure  is  photo-line-engraving.  Roto  lines,  and  specially  edges  of  color  masses, 
show  a regular  sawtooth  border  (Fig.  5).  A screened  mesh  shows  in  patches  of  lighter 
color.

Reviews  of  Publicatioes 


The  important  and  oldest  (1872)  house  organ.  The  Philatelic  Journal  of  Great 
Britain,  edited  by  H.  R.  Holmes  for  Sefi,  Pemberton  & Co.,  Corn  Exchange  Building, 
Leominster,  England,  for  the  quarter  October-December  1944  is  a Pemberton  Centenary 
number,  by  P.  L.  Pemberton  devoted  to  his  father  Edward  L.  Pemberton,  born  in  New 
York,  December  10,  1844.  After  his  father  Thomas  died,  Edward  returned  to  Birmingham, 
England,  as  a boy  and  began  collecting  stamps  in  1861,  and  the  following  year  (1862) 
advertised  stamps  for  sale  in  the  Monthly  Advertiser  “the  very  first  purely  philatelic 
magazine  to  be  published.”  He  issued  a catalog  in  1862.  His  keen  observation  and 
analytical  judgment  made  him  one  of  the  first  experts  to  distinguish  genuine  stamps  from 
counterfeits.  The  publication  of  many  authoritative  contributions  to  philatelic  magazines 
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gave  him  an  eminent  reputation  as  a philatelist.  That,  even  in  those  early  days,  he  was  a 
true  philatelic  student  is  evident  from  his  1867  Catalogue  of  his  collection  of  Postage 
Stamps,  in  which  differences  of  perforation,  watermark,  shades  and  variations  of  design 
are  listed  and  priced.  The  first  page  of  this  1867  Catalogue  and  the  second  page  of  his 
first  Catalogue  of  1862  are  illustrated. 

February  24,  1869,  E.  L.  Pemberton  wrote  his  friend  W.  J.  Wilson  from  the  home  of 
one  of  his  best  customers,  F.  A.  Philbrick  in  London, — “I  come  home  to-morrow,  after 
living  on  the  fat  of  the  land  for  ten  days — Ph.  is  a brick — the  collection  is  safe  to  go  to  him 
when  it  is  straight.  His  stamps  and  his  and  proofs{^)  are  marvelous,  must  have 

cost  thousands.  A foreigner  called  here  on  Friday,  a ornery  cuss  but  a count,  but  these 
furriners  are  frequently  of  little  account  to  look  at — gentle  ivittikisrn.  He  said  he  was 
connected  with  the  Italian  P.  O.,  and  he  must  have  been,  for  he  had  proofs  and  essays  of  all 
issues,{^)  and  in  every  state  of  the  dies.  Ph.  bought  to  the  tune  of  £80,  nice  little  sum  for 
a few  Italians,  but  they  make  a gorgeous  set.”  Philbrick  was  a Q.  C.,  and  afterwards 
became  a Judge.  He  was  one  of  the  foremost  philatelists  of  his  day. 

There  is  also  an  article  on  Egyptian  Interpostal  Seals  by  Dr.  William  Byam,  Chair- 
man of  the  Egypt  Study  Circle,  in  which  he  agrees  with  our  member  Ernest  A.  Kehr, 
author  of  The  Interpostal  Seals  of  Egypt,  i864-i8gi , published  originally  in  Philatelic 
Gossip  in  1942. 

In  the  quarterly  January-March  1945  are  reports  of  the  meetings  of  four  English 
Philatelic  Societies  several  of  which  are  deeply  interested  in  proofs.  The  Birmingham 
(England)  Philatelic  Society  meeting  on  October  21,  1944  was  devoted  to  three  displays; 
the  one  by  Carl  Smith  was  entitled  “Perkins,  Bacon-Line  EngravedT  “The  display  was 
preceded  hy  a lucid  description  of  the  line-engraved  method  as  developed  by  this  firm.  The 
sheets  showed  first  exainples  of  engine-turned  backgrounds  used  on  the  stamps.  There  were 
magnificent  die  and  plate  proofs  and  examples  of  the  types  of  re-entries  to  be  found.”  We 
wonder  whether  Carl  Smith  covered  the  engine  turned  background  of  the  Perkins,  Bacon 
& Co.,  Great  Britain  1840  one  penny  stamp,  and  other  stamps  with  the  same  lathe  work,  as 
well  as  Charless  Hahn  did  in  his  “Mother  of  Postage  Stamps”  in  our  Journal  No.  5 for 
January  1945.  Mr.  Hahn  exhibited  his  study  at  Chicago  in  August,  1944. 

At  the  Birmingham  Society  meeting  on  November  4,  1944,  Mr.  Green  displayed  six 
pages  from  his  collection  of  “Proofs  and  Essays.”  On  November  18,  1944  was  shown 
“some  beautiful  die  proofs”  of  Grenada  by  Carl  Smith.  Both  Mr.  Smith  and  Mr.  Green 
would  be  welcomed  as  members  of  the  Essay-Proof  Society;  we  would  like  to  have  the 
addresses  to  which  to  forward  sample  copies  of  our  E.  P.  Journal. 


Canada  1851  Six  and  Twelve  Pence  Engraver 

Popular  Stamps,  Cobden,  Ont.,  Canada,  for  April,  1946,  contains  a very  well  written 
and  interesting  article  entitled  “The  Design  of  the  Six  Pence,  Prince  Albert”  (Canada 
1851),  by  our  member  Gerald  E.  Wellburn.  The  author  illustrates  a proof,  and  docu- 
ments the  large  engraving  reduced  for  the  stamp,  which  vignette  Douglas  B.  Armstrong  in 
Stamp  Collecting  for  Aug.  ii,  1934,  wrote  was  engraved  by  Alfred  Jones.  Armstrong  also 
credited  Jones  with  the  Victoria  vignette  on  the  1851  Canada  I2p  stamp. 

[Alfred  Jones  was  in  1834  apprenticed  to  the  engravers  Rawdon,  Wright,  Hatch  and 
Edson,(^)  who  later  produced  these  stamps.  From  1841  to  1850  Jones  engraved  independ- 
ently, and  in  London,  but  thereafter  from  1852  to  1857  devoted  himself  to  bank  note  en- 
graving under  his  own  name,  at  34  Liberty  Street,  New  York.  During  this  period  he  also 
worked  for  other  engravers,  so  it  is  quite  likely  that  in  1851  he  engraved  these  two  stamp 
vignettes  for  Rawdon,  Wright,  Hatch  and  Edson.  The  designer  of  these  stamps  was  prob- 
ably James  P.  Major. (^)  Ed.]

The  illustration  in  Journal  No.  8,  page  217  has  been  identified  as  requested  on 
page  218,  by  Dr.  D.  D.  Berolzheimer  as  having  appeared  in  The  Stamp  Collector's 
Chronicle  of  St.  John’s,  N.  B.,  June  1873,  page  9.  Milton  Bradley  of  Springfield,  Mass, 
used  it  for  making  a smaller  cut  for  printing  a small  postal  card  for  use  in  a toy  post 
office  that  he  sold.

The  lowest  number  of  cards  furnished  on  the  order  of  a postmaster  is  500.  The  cards  will  be 
furnished  in  whole  sheets  (40  cards  to  each  sheet)  when  ordered  in  quantities  of  not  lets  than  twenty 
thousand.  When  wanted  in  whole  sheets  the  postmaster  will  be  careful  to  so  specify  in  his  requisition.

OLD  STOCK. 

Postmasters  will  exhaust  their  stock  of  the  old  cards  before  ordering  a supply  of  the  new.  In  no 
erent  most  the  old  cards  be  returned  to  the  Department. 

SPOILED  CARDS. 

Postmasters  will  not,  under  any  circumstances,  be  permitted  to  redeem  or  exchange  postal  wards  of 
the  old  stylo,  or  cards  that  may  be  misdirected,  spoiled  in  printing,  or  otherwise  rendered  unfit  for  use, 
in  the  hands  of  private  holders.  It  will  also  bo  useless  to  apply  to  the  Department  for  such  exchange

The  newly  approved  design  was  officially  announced  in  August  1875  as  shown  by 
the  circular  illustrated. 

John  K.  TifFany(^)  states  “the  last  delivery  of  cards  of  the  preceding  issue  was  made 
September  29,  1875;  but  there  had  already  been  adopted  since  the  6th  of  September  of  the 
same  year,  a new'  style  of  card  which  w'as  put  in  use  September  30,  1875-  The  change  took 
place  because  of  the  difficulty  in  engraving  so  large  a design,  by  this  process,  and  also  be- 
cause of  the  difficulties  in  the  printing  of  the  color  (velvet  browm).”  I'he  new  “plates 
printed  40  cards.”  “The  watermark  very  difficult  to  see.” 
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Proofs 

T he  Morgan  Envelope  Co.  contract  required  all  cards  to  be  watermarked.  A few 
proofs  exist  on  unwatermarked  cards  cancelled  with  a blue  hand-stamp  32x23  mm.  double 
oval  containing  “U.  S.  POSTAL  CARD  AG’CY./  SPRINGFIELD,  MASS.”  and  in  the 
center  of  the  oval  “SEPT/17/1875”  which  was  about  two  weeks  before  the  postal  cards 
with  watermark  appeared.

Proofs  at  the  Royal  Philatelic  Society,  Eoedoii 

At  the  Royal  Philatelic  Society  meeting  on  November  15,  1945,  Fred  Aitchison  ex- 
hibited various  essays  and  proofs  of  Prussia.  N.  Calnan  displayed  a Gibraltar  “no  value” 
essay,  and  Malta  die  proofs.  H.  W.  Edmunds  showed  “Hanover:  A display  of  proofs, 
essays  and  colour  trials”;  also  “Tuscany:  An  exhibit  of  the  flaws,  essays,  colour  trials  and 
the  issued  stamps.”  R.  King-Farlow  showed  Denmark  issues,  “including  essays  produced 
in  1852  with  the  heads  of  Mercury  and  Frederick  VIE”  [See  also  this  Journal  for  July, 
1945,  and  January,  1946,  p.  19.]  R.  Wedmore  showed  Prussia:  Die  proofs  and  a superb 
collection  of  the  issued  stamps. 

At  the  Royal  P.  S.  meeting  on  December  13,  1945,  Dr.  Wm.  Byam  displayed  some 
Egypt  1866  “outstanding  pieces  and  essays,”  etc.  N.  Calnan  also  exhibited  Egypt — 
“various  essays  in  colour  and  unissued  die  proofs  produced  by  De  la  Rue  & Co.  of  a design 
prepared  for  the  ‘Cairo  Winter  Fete.’  ” Lt.  Col.  J.  R.  Dawson  showed  the  Lagos  “original 
approved  artist’s  design  for  the  King  Edward  issue,  mounted  on  a card,  dated  May  13, 
1902”;  also  “St.  Helena:  Original  artist’s  sketch  for  the  id  of  1903  on  card,  dated  Dec. 
23,  1901,  and  another  original  design  of  the  7/6  King  George  issue  of  1922,  dated  Jan.  12, 
1922”;  and  “Sudan:  Original  artist’s  sketch  of  the  5 pi  1898  in  wrong  colour,  on  card;  and 
a series  of  colour  trials  of  the  1898  2 mills.”  Ronald  Southey  displayed  “St.  Helena,  the 
rare  essay  of  surcharge  for  the  4d,  and  a die  proof  [essay]  with  the  head  removed  for 
experimental  purposes.”

®®Wliy  Not  Proofs?’’ 

By  H.  A.  Trexler 

From  ''Philatelic  Gossip'’ — March  30,  1946. 

For  some  years  I was  very  partial  to  Official  or  Departmental  stamps.  In  most  cases 
I succeeded  in  completing  a Department  except  for  one  or  two  of  the  set,  and  then,  phewey! 
the  rare  birds  held  me  up — especially  the  nice  large  ones  of  the  State  Department. 

Suppose  you  get  the  sets  well  completed — what  have  you?  Usually  a mighty  poor  dis- 
play when  it  comes  to  centering,  cancelations,  and  shades.  A friend  once  smacked  his  lips 
over  a $5  State  Department  which  he  had  secured  for  “only  forty-five  dollars.  It  was  a 
steal,”  he  chortled.  But — it  was  anything  but  a first  class  specimen  at  that.  Well,  for  that 
figure (^)  I obtained  nice,  clean,  perfectly  centered  proofs  of  all  the  Departments  com- 
plete. They  are  a real  joy  to  behold!  The  tints  are  as  bright  as  when  lifted  from  the 
press.  You  should  glimpse  those  big  green  and  black  States,  those  carmine  Executives, 
those  blue  Navies,  and  those  purple  Justices!  A squint  at  them  should  cure  a bad  case  of 
granulated  lids. 

But  why  are  proofs  so  comparatively  cheap,  why  so  lightly  appreciated,  and  wffiy  often 
so  viewed  as  freaks?  Most  of  my  collector  friends  look  at  me  sort  of  pityingly  for  putting 
good  money  into  such  stuff.  I ask  them  why  a proof  is  not  as  desirable  as  a regular  issue. 
They  reply  that  they  were  not  “issued  as  postage.”  Let’s  not  argue.  We  cannot  get 
around  that  argument  anyway,  whether  or  not  it  has  validity. 

Now  turn  to  the  1869  “Pictorials.”  What  a sorry  lot  for  centering,  or  cancellations, 
or  both,  most  of  them  are!  And  that  90  cent  Lincoln — it’s  a pitiable  item  unless  you  gave 
fifty  ducats  for  it,  or  filched  it  from  an  infant.  But  for  four  or  five  dollars(^)  you  can  buy 
in  the  open  market  a dazzling  proof  of  rare  tint,  and  a 30  cent  blue  and  carmine  (to  me 
the  most  beautiful  of  all  stamps)  at  the  same  price.  And  that  wonderful  $20  Third  Issue 
Revenue  (R150)  which  even  at  thirty  dollars  comes  none  too  well  centered  or  true  to 
original  tint,  can  be  had  at  around  one  sixth (^)  that  figure — and  what  an  optic-teaser  it  is! 
The  glorious  90-cent  blue  of  1857-60  (54)  is  another  case  in  point.  Did  you  ever  see  the 
proof?  You  can  obtain  a bright,  perfect  one  for  twelve  per  cent  of  the  price  of  a poorly 
cancelled  “real  thing,”  or  a dubious  uncancelled  one. 

All  right,  sneer  at  proofs  if  you  will,  but  a dozen  years  from  now  when  the  price 
of  the  old  U.  S.  (at  least  those  in  good  condition)  has  reached  forbidding  figures,  you  may 
wish  that  you  had  some  of  the  proofs  of  the  higher  values.  Let  the  short-sighted  boys 
laugh  at  them.  I can  remember  when  (some  forty  years  ago)  these  boys  peered  at  blocks 
and  even  pairs,  as  well  as  at  re-issues. 

If  any  reader  disagrees  with  me  let  him  answer  through  Gossip.

Scott  Publications  Sold  To 
Gordon  Harmer 

Liaff  Refereece  Collectioe  To  Fliilatelic  Foimdatioe 

The  sale  of  Scott  Publications,  Inc.,  publishers  of  the  Standard  Postage  Stamp  Cata- 
logue and  other  stamp  catalogs  and  albums,  to  Gordon  R.  Harmer,  head  of  Harmer,  Rooke 
& Co.,  the  stamp  auction  firm  of  560  Fifth  Avenue,  New  York,  is  announced  by  Hugh  M. 
Clark,  president  and  owner  of  the  publishing  company. 

The  famous  and  valuable  Luff  Reference  Collection  and  library,  which  are  not  in- 
volved in  this  sale,  are  being  given  outright  to  the  Philatelic  Foundation  by  Mr.  Clark,  but 
will  remain  accessible  to  Scott  Publications.  The  important  Luff  Reference  Collection  was 
first  formed  by  the  late  John  N.  Luff  (1860-1938),  who  was  president  of  the  Scott  Stamp  & 
Coin  Co.  1903-05.  For  several  decades  it  has  proved  an  essential  source  of  information  for 
the  catalog  editors.  Mr.  Clark  bought  this  collection  from  Mr.  Luff  years  ago  and  has 
scrupulously  kept  it  up  to  date  despite  the  ever-increasing  flood  of  new  issues. 

Hugh  M.  Clark,  who  retires  July  i,  1946,  as  chief  executive  of  Scott  Publications,  and 
his  wife,  Mrs.  Theresa  M.  Clark,  co-editor  of  the  Standard  Postage  Stamp  Catalogue,  will 
stay  with  the  firm,  under  a long-term  employment  contract,  serving  as  associate  or  con- 
sulting editors  of  the  various  publications.  The  basic  policy  of  catalog  editing  and  listing 
is  expected  to  remain  unchanged,  with  the  same  editorial  staff  in  charge.  Mr.  Harmer 
has  been  assistant  editor  of  the  Standard  Postage  Stamp  Catalogue  since  January,  1945. 
H e now  becomes  editor-in-chief.  Regardless  of  single  ownership,  there  will  be  no  merger 
of  Scott  Publications  with  Harmer,  Rooke  & Co.  Mr.  Harmer  plans  to  continue  to  run 
both  firms  separately  in  their  respective  fields  of  philatelic  publishing  and  stamp  auc- 
tioneering. 

Gordon  Harmer,  who  was  born  in  England  in  1906  and  educated  at  St.  George’s 
School  and  Merchant-Taylors,  entered  Harmer,  Rooke  & Co.,  Ltd.,  the  famous  London 
stamp  auction  house,  in  1924.  He  became  a director  of  that  firm  in  1932,  and  joint  manag- 
ing director  with  his  brother  Guy  on  the  death  of  his  father,  Ernest  Harmer,  in  1936.  He 
traveled  extensively  for  his  company,  visiting  practically  every  European  country,  and 
became  well  known  to  American  philatelists  on  his  frequent  trips  to  the  United  States 
prior  to  1939.  He  has  handled  practically  every  philatelic  rarity  during  his  career  and  many 
of  the  greatest  collections  disposed  of  at  auction  have  been  sold  under  his  supervision.  He 
is  a member  of  the  Collectors  Club,  American  Stamp  Dealers’  Association,  etc.  Harmer, 
Rooke  & Co.  of  New  York  was  organized  in  1939  and  is  now  one  of  the  largest  stamp 
auction  firms  in  the  country. 

The  recent  serious  illness  of  Mr.  Clark,  from  which  he  is  now  recuperating  at  his 
Westchester  home,  made  him  decide  to  sell  the  firm.  In  1912,  Mr.  Clark  left  his  stamp 
business  in  Chicago  and  moved  to  New  York,  taking  charge  two  years  later  of  the  Scott 
Stamp  & Coin  Co.,  which  John  Walter  Scott  had  started  in  the  i86o’s  and  which  Charles  E. 
Hatfield  of  Boston  had  just  bought.  In  1938  Mr.  Hatfield  sold  out  to  Mr.  Clark  who 
divided  the  firm  in  two,  selling  the  stamp  business  to  Norman  Serphos,  and  retaining  the 
publications  division  which  he  called  Scott  Publications.

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M.eports  of  Chapter  Meetings 

New  York  Chapter  No,  1 

Julian  Blanchard,  Chairman 
Solomon  Altman,  Secretary. 

The  regular  meeting  of  Chapter  No.  i was  held  on  the  evening  of  April  i sth  at  the  Collectors  Club, 
22  East  35th  Street.  Those  present  were  iMessers.  Brazer,  Altman,  Blanchard,  Gros,  Holton,  Ehrenberg, 
Rasmussen,  Morris,  Lott,  and  Charlat. 

In  the  absence  of  Chairman  Colby  of  the  Exhibition  Committee,  Dr.  Blanchard  made  a report  con- 
cerning final  arrangements  for  the  exhibition  by  our  group  to  be  held  at  the  Collectors  Club.  The  following 
dates  and  hours  were  agreed  upon:  Wednesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday,  April  24-26,  7 to  10  P.  M. ; 
Saturday,  April  27,  2 to  10  P.  i\I. ; Sunday,  April  28,  the  closing  day,  2 to  7 P.  ]\I.  Alembers  volunteering 
to  be  present  as  hosts  during  the  exhibition  hours  were  assigned  their  respective  dates. 

In  opening  the  program  of  exhibits  for  the  session.  Chairman  Blanchard  showed  first  a priced  auction 
catalog  of  1885  by  David  Proskey,  numismatist,  featuring  the  great  Confederate  paper  money  collection  of 
R.  P.  Thian,  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  including  also  some  obsolete  bank  notes.  It  was  interesting  to  observe  the 
relatively  low  prices  ruling  at  that  time,  many  good  notes  selling  for  as  little  as  one  cent  each.  The  highest 
priced  item  was  the  $500  Montgomery  note  of  1861,  containing  the  James  Smillie  vignette  which  was 
afterwards  copied  by  Christian  Rost  for  the  3c  1869  stamp.  This  brought  $20  (now  close  to  $100). 
Several  lots  consisted  of  the  “chemicograph”  essays  for  the  backs  of  Confederate  notes,  the  plates  for  which 
never  reached  the  Confederacy,  the  blockade  runner  carrying  them  having  been  captured  by  the  Union  navy. 

Dr.  Blanchard  exhibited  next  a copy  of  “The  Cooper  Vignettes:  India  Proofs  before  Letter,”  from 
drawings  by  F.  O.  C.  Darley,  published  in  1862  by  James  G.  Gregory;  the  large  volume  containing  sixty- 
two  superb  engravings  illustrating  the  novels  of  James  Fenimore  Cooper.  These  were  all  executed  by  some 
of  the  best  bank  note  engravers  of  the  day,  some  of  whom  were  also  identified  with  stamps. 

Dr.  Clarence  Brazer  then  showed  a volume  of  Alfred  Lichtenstein’s  collection  of  essays  and  proofs  of  the 
Cape  of  Good  Hope,  a collection  containing  many  rare  items  of  particular  interest  to  the  student  of  that 
country’s  early  issues.  [This  was  one  of  the  sources  made  use  of  by  Meyer  and  Rich  in  writing  their  article 
on  “Essays  and  Proofs  of  Cape  of  Good  Hope  Triangulars,”  appearing  in  the  April  number  of  this 
JOURN.AL.  Ed.]  y 

Bob  Holton  followed  with  some  interesting  bank  notes  and  vignettes  relating  to  our  early  stamps,  and 
Andrew  Rasmussen  showed  a copy  of  the  rare  Ormsby  book  on  bank  note  engraving.  Sol  Altman  displayed 
an  album  of  engravings  of  subjects  used  for  designs  on  stamps  and  bank  notes. 

Before  closing.  Dr.  Brazer  made  an  announcement  for  our  President,  Chester  Smeltzer,  who  was  unable 
to  be  present.  This  was  regarding  his  offer  of  two  silver  trophies  for  competition;  one,  the  Smeltzer  Cup,  to 
be  awarded  annually  for  the  best  competitive  foreign  essay  and  proof  exhibit  at  A.P.S.  Convention  Exhibitions, 
and  to  be  kept  permanently  by  the  person  who  wins  it  three  times;  the  other,  the  Presidential  Award,  for 
the  best  contributed  article  in  issues  Nos.  7,  8,  9 and  10  of  the  Essay-Proof  Journal,  1945-1946. 
These  beautiful  cups  were  “unveiled”  before  the  members  and  were  much  admired.  [Photographs  of  them 
are  shown  in  the  April  number  of  the  Journal.  Ed.] 


The  regular  second-Wednesday  meeting  of  the  Chapter  was  called  to  order  by  the  Chairman  at  8:00 
P.  M.,  May  7,  at  the  Collectors  Club.  Members  present  were  Messrs.  Altman,  Blanchard,  Bohn,  Brazer, 
Coopersmith,  Colby,  Gros,  Haverbeck,  Lott,  Morris,  Rasmussen,  Rippner,  Smeltzer,  and  Staecker ; together 
with  the  following  visitors:  Miss  Ethel  Harper,  of  the  stamp  firm  of  Robson  Lowe,  of  London,  Mrs.  Smeltzer, 
Mrs.  Gabrielle  Wilson,  Lt.  Servey,  John  Aleurer,  G.  B.  Wray,  W.  J.  Harrison,  and  our  guest  speaker, 
Foster  W.  Rice,  of  Rowayton,  Conn. 

The  Chairman  opened  the  meeting  with  a welcome  to  our  guests  and  expressed  pleasure  over  the 
unusually  large  attendance,  the  largest  we  have  had  to  date. 

Sy  Colby,  Chairman  of  the  Exhibition  Committee,  was  called  upon  and  gave  his  report  on  the  Chapter’s 
exhibition  held  at  the  Collectors  Club  April  24-28.  [An  account  of  the  exhibition  will  be  found  in  this 
issue  of  the  Journal.  Ed.]  Dr.  Brazer  thereupon  arose  and  voiced  the  sentiments  of  all  the  members 
in  complimenting  Chairman  Colby  and  his  committee  upon  their  fine  work  and  the  splendid  exhibition  that 
they  had  arranged,  and  moved  a vote  of  thanks,  which  was  seconded  and  enthusiastically  carried. 

In  introducing  the  speaker  of  the  evening,  the  Chairman  spoke  of  his  recent  visits  to  various  museums 
and  historical  societies  in  the  city  and  of  the  friendships  that  had  developed  from  these  visits,  among  them 
that  with  Mr.  Rice.  L^pon  learning  that  he  was  a great-grandson  of  Nathaniel  Jocelyn,  o"e  of  our  early 
American  engravers  and  portrait  painters,  and  that  he  was  engaged  in  the  preparation  of  a biography  of 
this  ancestor.  Dr.  Blanchard  persuaded  him  to  come  and  tell  us  something  about  Jocelyn’s  life  and  work. 

Mr.  Rice  began  bv  telling  of  his  ten  years  search  for  material  relating  to  his  hitherto  little  known 
and  som.ewhat  unappreciated  ancestor,  who  lived  in  Connecticut  (and  New  ^ork)  from  1706  to  iSSi.  He 
told  of  many  interesting  experiences  in  obtaining  old  letters,  diaries,  photographs,  engravings  and  paintings, 
to  fill  in  and  round  out  his  biography.  He  had  succeeded  in  tracing  at  least  100  portraits  painted  by 
Nathaniel  Jocelyn,  many  of  prominent  people  of  his  time:  some  of  these  paintings,  long  unknown,  were 
located  within  a few  blocks,  he  said,  of  the  very  spot  on  which  he  was  speaking.  He  brought  with  him 
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literally  a whole  suit  case  full  of  material  which  he  rapidly  exhibited,  piece  by  piece,  and  laid  upon  the 
table  for  further  examination,  amonj::  w hich  v\  as  an  exquisite  miniature  on  ivory  of  one  of  Jocelyn’s  daughters. 
He  showed  some  beautiful  examples,  in  proof,  of  the  bank  note  work  of  some  of  the  engraving  firms  with 
which  Nathaniel  Jocelyn  (and  at  times  his  brother  Simeon  S.)  were  associated,  among  these  being  Jocelyn, 
Draper,  Welch  & ('o.,  which  was  one  of  the  consolidating  firms  to  form  the  American  Bank  Note  Co.  in 
1858.  For  several  years  afterwards  Jocelyn  was  head  of  the  art  department  of  this  company. 

For  nearly  two  hours  I\Ir.  Rice  held  his  audience  enthralled  with  his  vivid  narrative,  and  repeatedly 
had  every  one  standing  and  crowding  around  the  table  to  view  more  closely  some  rare  and  interesting 
specimen.  The  name  of  Nathaniel  Jocelyn  and  his  work  as  a painter,  bank  note  engraver  and  executive 
will  long  be  remembered  by  all  those  present. 


The  regular  monthly  meeting  of  New  York  Chapter  No.  i was  held  at  the  Collectors  Club  on  the 
evening  of  June  12th.  Members  present  were  Alessrs.  Altman,  Blanchard,  Brazer,  Bloch,  Colby,  Cooper- 
smith,  Ehrenberg,  Holton,  Lott,  Morris,  Alott,  Alyer,  Resell,  Rich,  and  Smeltzer.  A welcome  visitor  was 
Sol  Glass  of  Baltimore. 

This  being  the  time  for  the  election  of  officers  for  the  year  beginning  July  ist,  nominations  were 
called  for.  Upon  motion  by  Tom  Morris,  seconded  by  Sy  Colby,  that  the  Secretary  cast  one  ballot  for  the 
incumbent  officers,  these  officers  were  reelected  to  serve  for  another  year. 

Julian  Blanchard  exhibited  some  essays  for  the  backs  of  Confederate  notes,  mentioned  at  a previous 
meeting,  which  were  “chemicographed”  by  S.  Straker  & Sons  of  London.  The  plates  for  these  essays  were 
intercepted  and  confiscated  by  the  Federal  Government  and  were  never  used.  Later  the  plates  were  sold  as 
junk  metal  and  some  of  them  came  into  the  hands  of  collectors.  He  then  read  from  a recent  number  of 
the  A^umlsmatist  a letter  from  the  owner  of  one  of  these  plates  telling  of  its  confiscation  again  by  the  United 
States  Government  (the  Secret  Service),  this  time  from  the  printer  to  whom  the  owner  had  intrusted  it  for 
the  purpose  of  making  some  souvenir  reprints.  Dr.  Blanchard  showed  also  a double  sheet  of  C S A water- 
marked bank  note  paper  from  a lot  shipped  from  England  and  thought  to  have  been  a part  of  the  same 

confiscated  cargo.  Mention  was  made  of  the  uses  to  which  some  of  this  paper  had  been  put  by  the  U.  S. 

Government.  It  was  also  used  for  a U.  S.  stamped  envelope  essay  with  head  of  Lincoln  ! 

The  Chairman  then  called  on  our  most  distant  member,  Frank  Rosell  of  Albany,  who  showed  an  album 
of  bank  notes,  some  of  them  proofs,  together  with  die  proofs  of  matching  vignettes  mounted  on  the  same 
page,  some  pages  showing  bank  notes  and  proofs  of  U.  S.  stamps  having  the  same  or  similar  vignettes;  a 
very  unusual  and  beautiful  collection. 

Dr.  Clarence  Brazer  read  and  explained  the  “E.  P.  S.  Bill”  now  before  Congress  to  provide  for  the 

Printing  and  Sale  of  Proofs  of  current  stamps  in  a manner  similar  to  that  long  current  for  proof  coins.  It 

was  stated  that  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Essay  Proof  Society  had  endorsed  this  bill.  [See  another 
article  in  this  Journal.  Ed.] 

Steve  Rich  then  showed  from  his  early  Italian  collection  some  essays  and  proofs  of  special  issues  fol- 
Inwi'ng  the  unification  of  Italy.  Included  were  stamp*  essays  with  inverted  portraits  of  King  Victor 

Emmanuel.  He  showed  also  a collection  of  U.  S.  Telegraph  stamp  essays  and  proofs.  Among  them  were 
U.  S.  Telegraphs  of  1871,  Continental  triangles  in  six  denominations  on  card.  Northern  New'  York  Telegraph 
Co.  essays  of  prepaids  typographed  from  electrotype  by  Charles  H.  Smith  of  Brushton,  N.  Y.,  die  proofs 
of  the  Postal  Telegraph  Co.  by  the  Hamilton  Bank  Note  Co.,  also  of  Telepost,  Tropical  Radio  Telegraph, 
and  United  Wireless  Telegraph. 

John  Myer  showed  a large  die  proof,  in  violet,  of  the  1917  loc  registration  stamp  of  Colombia. 

The  concluding  exhibit  of  the  session,  presented  by  Julian  Blanchard,  was  a selection  of  bank  notes, 
bank  note  proofs,  and  die  proofs  of  bank  note  vignettes,  all  showing  portraits  of  Queen  Victoria,  her  consort 
Prince  Albert,  or  some  of  their  children  or  grandchildren,  or  other  designs  relating  to  British  royalty.  These 
were,  for  the  most  part,  for  banks  of  British  North  America.  He  also  showed  a collection  of  specimen 
(proof)  notes  of  English  “country”  banks  with  the  imprint  of  Perkins  & Heath,  or  Perkins,  Fairman  & 
Heath,  illustrating  some  excellent  examples  of  engraving  done  by  the  Jacob  Perkins  firms  several  years 
before  the  production,  by  Perkins  & Bacon,  of  the  famous  Penny  Black. 


Essay  Proof  ExMbit  At  Collectors  Club 

April  24^28,  1946 

The  third  of  the  study  group  exhibits  held  at  the  Collectors  Club,  22  East  3Sth  St.,  New  York,  was 
given  by  the  New  York  Chapter  of  the  Essay  Proof  Society  from  April  24th  to  28th,  1946.  The  forty-six 
frames  included  a galaxy  of  material  from  the  collections  of  twelve  exhibitors,  an  array  of  rarities  that 
would  be  impossible  to  duplicate. 

The  first  frame  was  a fine  showing  of  United  States  Postal  Card  Essays  which  are  being  so  capably 
written  up  by  Dr.  Clarence  W.  Brazer  in  the  Essay  Proof  Journal.  This  was  followed  by  two  frames 
of  proofs  of  U.  S.  issues  from  1847  to  1870,  including  die  proofs  and  a nice  lot  of  “Atlanta”  proofs,  from 
the  collection  of  Julian  Gros.  Clinton  Vanderbilt’s  display  of  the  ic  1831  die  and  plate  proofs  ably  illustrated 
the  development  of  this  stamp.  A similar  showing,  but  for  the  3c  1851,  was  made  by  Sylvester  Colby.  A 
good  representative  lot  of  the  1831-61  essays  was  shown  in  two  frames  hy  Solomon  Altman. 

The  ever  popular  1869  issue  was  exhaustively  presented  by  Dr.  Clarence  Brazer,  whose  study  is  an 
outstanding  piece  of  work.  The  wealth  of  material  and  the  meticulous  care  in  describing  the  items  were  all 
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that  could  be  desired.  So  many  unusual  pieces  were  in  this  exhibit  that  space  would  not  permit  the 
enumeration  of  them,  but  we  must  mention  the  fine  range  of  network  and  numeral  background  essays  in 
the  collection  (see  Brazer’s  Essay  Catalogue,  pps.  84,  85).  all  of  which  are  very  rare.  Dr.  Rrazer'  also 
showed  an  excellent  lot  of  the  1902-03  issue  Die  Proofs,  all  of  which  are  rare,  as  well  as  two  frames  of 
material  from  his  famous  study  of  the  Columbian  Issue,  noteworthy  for  the  inclusion  of  the  unique  original 
ferr'otypes  of  many  of  the  denominations. 

Thomas  F.  Morris,  Jr.,  whose  five  frames  were  judged  the  best  in  the  show,  displayed  a remarkable 
lot  of  the  1894  First  Bureau  Issue,  die  and  plate  proofs,  as  well  as  many  essays.  The  wealth  of  material 
included,  as  well  as  the  condition  of  the  items,  was  a veritable  philatelic  feast,  and  we  noted  particularly 
the  impression  of  the  2c  from  a multiple  die  of  fifteen  subjects.  We  also  were  interested  to  note  the  essay 
for  a stamp,  no  denomination  given,  bearing  the  portrait  of  a bearded  gentleman,  whose  identity  is  still  a 
mystery  (Brazer  No.  226E-E),  which  Air.  Alorris  claims  was  a Bureau  essay,  and  not  an  American  Bank 
Note  Co.  essay,  though  there  are  no  triangles  in  the  corners.  Included  also  were  various  types  of  essays 
of  the  two  cents,  and  a study  of  the  development  of  the  triangles  as  adopted  for  the  issued  stamps. 

Turning  to  foreign  material,  British  North  America  was  represented  by  a display  of  Newfoundland 

Essays  and  Proofs  from  the  collection  of  Alfred  F.  Lichtenstein.  These  included  some  of  the  1863  essays 

by  the  American  Bank  Note  Co.,  notably  the  5c  Seal  design  reading  “Province  of  Newfoundland.”  How- 
ever, the  20th  Century  items  were  an  outstanding  feature,  including  original  wash  drawings  of  the  Caribou 
issue,  and  the  original  master  die  essay  before  the  denomination  and  legend  had  been  added.  The  1928 
pictorial  issue  was  represented  by  a series  of  dated  progress  die  essays,  particularly  of  the  5c.  The  Sir 
Humphrey  Gilbert  issue  die  proofs  in  black,  and  in  color  of  issue,  were  also  shown. 

AI<r.  Lichtenstein  also  displayed  a frame  of  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  seated  Hope  design  (Scott’s  type  A3), 
w'hich  included  the  original  artist  s drawing  for  the  design,  as  well  as  numerous  proofs  of  the  various  dies 
during  the  stages  of  manufacture.  A set  of  proofs  of  the  K.ing  Edward  VI 1 series  concluded  this  display. 

John  N.  Alyer,  w'hose  studies  in  Colombia  are  so  well  known,  presented  an  e.xceptionally  comprehensive 
exhibit  of  that  country,  in  twelve  frames,  including  the  special  study  of  Panama  (Scott’s  type  Ai),  which  has 
been  written  up  in  the  Essay  Proof  Journal  (A  ol.  2,  No.  3),  as  well  as  much  other  material  on  the  Federal 
Issues.  The  unique  original  wash  drawing  essays  of  the  1910  centenary  issue  by  Perkins,  Bacon  & Co.  were 
loutstanding.  Air.  Alyer  deserves  credit  for  philatelic  courage  in  studying  the  problems  of  a comparatively 
unpopular  country.  His  display  was  judged  the  best  of  the  foreign  exhibits  in  the  show. 

The  showing  by  J.  Rietdyk  consisted  of  a set  of  full  proof  sheets  of  the  1867  issue  of  Netherlands,  in 

issued  colors,  a possibly  unique  set. 

H.  D.  S.  Haverbeck,  well  known  for  his  investigations  into  Indian  Native  States  and  allied  fields,  struck 
an  unusual  note  by  not  only  showing  proofs  of  the  stamps  of  Kashmir,  but  also  proofs  from  the  cancelled 
plates  showing  destruction  for  further  printing  purposes!  Such  proofs  are  exceedingly  rare.  He  also  showed 
the  rare  Die  Essays  for  the  first  issue  of  Tibet  (1912),  by  Waterlow  Sc  Sons. 

We  would  be  seriously  remiss  if  we  did  not  mention  the  most  interesting  and  well  arranged  exhibit  by 
Dr.  Julian  Blanchard,  of  Obsolete  Bank  Notes  and  Alatching  Vignettes.  The  subject  was  most  intelligently 
presented,  the  beauty  of  the  material  and  the  apt  method  of  illustration  caught  attention  of  the  most  casual 
visitor,  and  we  are  sure  Dr.  Blanchard  made  a number  of  converts  to  his  field  of  collecting.  The  beginning 
of  the  exhibit  was  devoted  to  showing  stamps  and  notes  with  the  same  vignettes,  from  identical  dies,  which 
included  the  well  known  U.  S.  1847  vignettes,  the  New'  York  Postmaster’s  Provisional,  etc.,  also 

some  examples  of  Canada,  Nova  Scotia  and  New'  Brunswick.  The  remainder  of  this  exhibitor’s  display 
included  various  bank  notes  with  die  proofs  of  the  vignettes  appearing  on  the  notes.  We  look  forward  to 
the  time  when  Dr.  Blanchard  will  bring  forth  an  authoritative  book  on  this  fascinating  field  of  study.  His 
exhibit  was  the  best  of  its  class  and  called  forth  much  favorable  comment. 

W.  S.  Boggs  showed  tw'o  frames  of  similar  material,  as  well  as  some  memorabilia  of  the  Smillie  family 
who  were  so  famous  as  engravers. 

Altogether  this  was  a very  attractive  and  most  interesting  show',  and  the  New'  York  Chapter  is  to  be 
congratulated  on  being  able  to  stage  such  an  exhibit. 

The  judges  were  Charles  Brooks,  Eugene  N.  Costales,  and  W.  S.  Boggs.

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Meeting  of  Board  of  Directors,  Jnitie  12,  1946 

President  Snieltzer  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  5.30  p.  m.,  Wednesday,  June  12,  1946,  at  The  Col- 
lectors Club,  New  York,  N,  Y.  The  members  of  the  Board  present  were:  Messrs.  Brazer,  Morris,  Myer, 
Rich,  Rosell  and  Smeltzer ; with  proxies  from  Messrs.  Costales,  Hartwell,  Hennan,  Mitchell,  Pope  and 
Zervas. 

On  roll  call  by  the  Secretary,  a quorum  was  established. 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Board  on  March  13,  1946,  were  read,  and  were  approved  on 
motion  duly  carried. 

On  request  of  Mr.  Myer,  the  Secretary  informed  the  Board  that  the  lounge  at  the  1947  International 
Stamp  Exhibition,  directed  to  be  taken  at  the  Board  meeting  on  Alarch  13,  had  been  definitely  engaged. 

On  request  of  Mr.  Myer,  the  Secretary  reported  communications  looking  towards  printing  a membership 
directory.  After  some  discussion  of  the  impossibility  of  getting  bids  for  printing  now,  it  was  moved  and 
carried:  that  a membership  list  be  printed,  the  job  to  be  given  to  the  J.  W.  Stowell  Printing  Co. 

The  Secretary  reported,  presenting  applications  for  membership  Nos.  429  through  442,  not  previously 
brought  before  the  Board.  These  were  considered  individually,  and  all  were  approved  subject  to  the  required 
period  of  posting  being  elapsed  in  each  case.  The  Secretary  reported  the  net  membership  as  of  this  day  as 
414. 

A letter  from  Robert  J.  Duncan,  Librarian  of  the  British  North  America  Philatelic  Society,  asking  for 
exchange  of  publications  including  a set  of  the  Journals  thus  far  published  was  read.  On  motion  duly 
carried,  it  was  voted  that  we  exchange. 

The  secretary  presented  the  By-Laws  adopted  by  Mohawk  Valley  Chapter  No.  3.  On  motion  duly 
carried,  these  by-laws  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Chapters,  with  instruction  to  report  before  the 
annual  convention. 

The  Treasurer’s  report  was  submitted,  covering  eleven  months.  After  some  discussion  of  the  various 
items,  and  of  Journal  printing  costs  in  this  period  of  rising  prices,  the  report  was  accepted. 

President  Smeltzer  appointed  the  Auditing  Committee:  Messrs.  Myer  (Chairman),  Gros  and  Glaser. 
The  Board  approved  this  appointment,  instructing  the  secretary  to  notify  the  members  of  the  committee. 

With  i\Ir.  iVIyer  in  the  chair.  Air.  Smeltzer  moved  that  the  Board  authorize  the  Editor  to  select  the 
committee  to  make  the  award  for  the  best  contributed  article  in  the  Journal  during  the  year  now  ending. 
Motion  was  unanimously  carried. 

Editor  Brazer  reported  on  Journ.al  No.  10:  receipts  $488.88  and  costs  $475.00  plus  postage  not  yet 
determined.  Thus  in  spite  of  rising  costs,  the  April  number  of  the  Journal  has  approximately  broken  even. 
He  further  reported  that  the  July  number  will  go  to  the  printer  on  June  26th  ; that  he  is  still  working  on 
securing  paper  for  the  next  two  numbers ; that  he  has  urgent  need  for  articles  on  Lhiited  States  essays  and 
proofs.  This  report  was  accepted  on  motion,  with  deep  appreciation  of  the  editor’s  fine  work. 

The  secretary  was  directed  to  secure  the  annual  reports  of  all  appointed  officers  and  committees,  includ- 
ing those  committees  which  had  had  no  activity  during  the  year. 

Under  new  business,  it  was  moved  and  carried  that  each  member,  other  than  members  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  who  shall  bring  in  five  new  members  during  one  society  year  will  have  his  dues  remitted  for  the 
following  year. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Brazer,  unanimously  carried,  the  President  was  authorized  and  directed  that,  if  any 
change  of  the  date  or  place  of  the  A.  P.  S.  convention  shall  be  made  because  of  the  fire  in  the  Hotel  La  Salle, 
he  shall  change  the  place  of  our  annual  convention  so  that  it  shall  be  held  just  preceding  the  A.  P.  S. 
convention  and  in  the  same  quarters. 

Dr.  Brazer  presented  a draft  for  a proposed  bill  to  be  introduced  in  Congress,  to  Authorize  the  Post- 
master General  to  Provide  and  Furnish  Proofs  of  Postage  Stamps.  [Published  elsewhere  in  this  Journal. 
Ed.]  This  bill,  with  an  explanatory  introduction  by  Dr.  Brazer,  was  approved  unanimously  by  the  Board. 
On  motion,  it  was  directed  that  this  bill  shall  be  brought  up  at  our  annual  convention,  for  the  consideration 
of  the  assembled  membership  and  their  further  approval  thereof. 

On  motion,  the  Board  adjourned  at  6.55  p.  m.  Stephen  G.  Rich,  Secretary.
